Distinctty New England, this rambling, shuttered home 
in Hingham, Massachusetts, is filled with ideas you can use in 
any part of the country.

Fog makes your plants work harder 


Plants make food fastest in foggy weather, contrary to popular 
belief. Test plants grow three times faster during fogs than on 
sunny days, reports Botanist C. C. Wilson, of the University of 
Georgia. 

Secret seems to be the extra supply of carbon dioxide gas in the 
air during fogs. Plant leaves must have this gas to make sugars and 
starches, chief source of food for their growth. 

On clear days, winds sweep away much of the carbon dioxide 
released into the air as chimney smoke. On cloudy days, the 
heavy gas stays near the ground. 





Insects don’t like new varieties of plants 


Plant breeders now are producing varieties of plants seldom at- 
tacked by insects. Already, U.S.D.A. scientists have perfected a 
sweet corn distasteful to corn borers. Another kind of sweet corn 





has been made unattractive to ear worms. 

Several new types of wheat and barley successfully resist attack 
by Hessian flies, major insect pests of these crops. Sugar cane 
breeders have developed sugar cane nearly immune to borers. 

Danger that cotton plants might be overrun by aphids has been 
reduced by making the leaves less hairy. This change removes the 
hiding places that protect the aphids during adverse weather. 


Atomic energy now in use for plant studies 


Nitrogen, bombarded by atomic radiation until enough mass 
chipped off the nitrogen atom to convert it into carbon, a smaller 
atom, has become a powerful research tool. The new radioactive 
carbon atom, C-14, holds more promise than the alchemist’s age- 
old dream of changing iron into gold. 

Biologists are using C-14 to learn how plants make sugars, also to 
discover where migratory insects go in winter. Botanists in New 
Hampshire are using radio-wave tracers and C-14 to discover what 
happens to sugar maple sap during winter freezes. Horticultural- 
ists are studying the different paths taken by minerals in plants 
when plant foods containing C-14 are sprayed on the leaves in- 
stead of being added to the soil.

on Better Homes & Gardens’ 99 Birthday 


Tuts month is Better Homes & Gardens’ twenty-fifth 
anniversary as a magazine, and it puts u- in mind to 
tell you what we’ve been up to. Sometimes, in so 
muddled a world, we get upset, just talking quietly of 
houses and roses and family things as we do. Some- 
times we itch to breathe fire and throw our weight 
around, predict doom the way some others do. 

And then we think it thru, and we know we’re 
doing what we ought to. 

We know we could work you up to quite a head of 
steam by calling our tidal wave of divorce a national 
scandal and quoting a solemn warning that it heralds 
the breakup of the family system and the decline of 
civilization. 

We could have a lovely time wallowing in the mur- 
der of some pretty “Black Dahlia.” And we certainly 
could look right up on our toes by publishing a 12- 
page picture essay on juvenile delinquency, as the pic- 
ture magazines do, with shocking full-page photo- 
graphs of thieving and vandalism and other things 
boys and girls oughtn’t do. 

We could end these stories with something like a 
quote from J. Edgar Hoover that “‘the cause must be 
attacked and the cause is the home,” or with a call 
to arms in favor of uniform divorce laws. That gives 
even the lustiest of stories a high purpose. 

And probably it all has its place. We’re no judge of 
our fellow publications, no moralist. 

But our interest is the family; and all the penetrat- 
ing analyses and solemn warnings in the world don’t 
lift a finger toward holding the family together. Nor 
can an unhappy family be made happy by law. At 
least we don’t think so. 

That is why in Better Homes & Gardens in all our 25 
years you’ve never seen any wringing of the hands. 
It’s not because we sometimes haven’t felt like it or 
that we’re not aware that it’s “good copy,”’ man being 
the morbid creature he is, but rather because it does 
no good. 

Instead, our purpose has been quietly to stimulate 
new interests, new richness to hold together the family 
and home. You don’t stop a boy from idling on the 
street corner by haranguing him. You help him set up 
a workshop and build a canoe in the basement in- 
stead. You don’t keep a girl out of the back seat with 
horrified descriptions of the pit. You roll up the 
living-room rug for a dance. 


Anp you don’t treat a neurotic woman by telling 
her she’s got nothing to do. You get her out in the sun 
and wind of the garden and sweat the torment out of 
her. It runs down her arms and down her back, and 
it runs across her glasses and drips off her nose, and 
when night comes it is out of her and she can go 
calmly and sanely to bed. 

And in the same sense you don’t save the American 
family by ranting that it must be saved; you save it 
by inspiring a better home and a better family built 
around rich, mutual interests. You save it by focusing 
on all the unimportant little things of life that together 
become so vital and so big. 
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And that, for all its quarter of a century, is what 
Better Homes & Gardens has been trying to do. 

E. T. Meredith, the big, strong-jawed man who 
founded this magazine, is gone now; he died in 1928, 
at 51. But his son-in-law, Fred Bohen, and his son, 
E. T. Meredith, Jr., carry on. Somehow, we feel he’d 
not be displeased with how well they’ve done. Or the 
direction they’ve held. 

E. T. Meredith, Sr., was a publisher and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in Wilson’s cabinet, and a mem- 
ber of a lot of bank boards and a trustee of three 
colleges. In 1924, he was much discussed for the 
presidency and got more than 200 votes at his party’s 
national convention. 

But earlier, when he founded the magazine, it was 
pretty plain that the old-fashioned home was break- 
ing up. The flapper and the hip flask were on the 
loose. Mother was playing mahjong, and father was 
putting over a big deai at the country club with his 
spindly legs sticking out of plus fours. It was an un- 
happy time. 

The trouble wasn’t that people were bad. They 
were scared. They had seen a great vision of a world 
brotherhood, and it had faded away from them. And 
so they did a lot of crazy things to escape reality. 

Moreover, it was a time of revolution. There had 
been a time when the whole family worked and played 
and grew together. Father wore the “‘britches,”’ and 
mother worked so hard walloping pots and “fetching 
up” and teaching and inspiring her tots that she 
wasn’t any problem to anyone. 


B UT gradually people started looking up to the chic 
lady who did big things outside the home more than 
to the woman who just reared a sound, intelligent 
family of five “‘kids.” It became high fashion to hoot 
with derision at everything, like home, that once had 
seemed true and solid and good. ““Home?”’ the intel- 
lectuals would say, and pityingly waggle their heads. 

But neither ranting against the change nor analyz- 
ing its causes did anything to slow it. Nor to restore 
the lost prestige of home. 

After awhile this big, black-haired ex-Secretary of 
Agriculture got fed up with the uselessness of it and 
started mixing up a homespun antidote of his own, a 
little 52-page magazine called Fruit, Garden and Home. 
Two years later the name was changed to Better Homes 
& Gardens. The first issue came out the same year 
The Reader’s Digest was born and one year before 
Time. Sinclair Lewis had just finished Babbitt. The 
one-piece bathing suit and the tabloid were just 
coming in, and McFadden’s True Story, started three 
years earlier, was becoming the greatest publishing 
success up to that time. 

In that first issue of Meredith’s new magazine there 
were only three editors and 52 pages, not two dozen 
editors and sometimes 256 pages as now. There were 
30 pages of stories about homes and gardens and 
children and not a line of wringing the hands about 
what’s the matter with home. 

There are ways of measuring how [ Turn to next page

successful it has been. We have 
over 3,000,000 families a month 
now, not 150,000 as then. And be- 
cause, in such a competitive busi- 
ness as magazines, people are al- 
ways making studies, we know a lot 
about Better Homes & Gardens 
readers and our impact on them. 
Sometimes it’s almost frightening. 
A study by another magazine finds 
that readers look forward to Better 
Homes & Gardens with more “keen 
interest’”’ than any other big maga- 
zine. 


For years we’ve published more 
things about food than any other 
magazine in the world; one out 
of four of our subscribers clips 
and saves our ‘Cooks’ Round 
Table” page every month. That’s 
some 560,000,000 recipes saved 
from that one page alone in the 
last 10 years. 

Certainly we have considerable 
impact on the American stomach. 
In 1931 we began getting out a 
cook book that has haunted best- 
seller lists almost ever since. In 
Alice Payne Hackett’s 50 Years of 
Best Sellers—1895-1945 it ranks 
ninth among all the fiction and 
nonfiction sold in the half century.

A STUDY finds us far and away 
the magazine that gardeners most 
often turn to for help. Architects 
give us a three to two lead over 
any other publication as “the 
magazine doing the most to pro- 
mote interest in home improve- 
ment, remodeling, and construc- 
tion.”’ And we are read more than 
any other magazine by families 
building new homes. Tho two out 
of three reader families own their 
homes already, half of them, we 
discovered recently, are definitely 
planning to build a new home 
again sometime. It’s not strange. 
The median income of our families 
is among the highest of any maga- 
zine of large circulation. Even so, 
99 percent of the entertaining by 
readers is done at home, not at a 
hotel or club.

The first reader they 
called on opened her door and

“Good morning, madam,” our 
man gulped. “I’m Joe 

and this is

“Well,” said the lady, swinging 
open the door, “come in. I’ve read 
Better Homes @ Gardens for 20 
years.” 

What’s more, Joe found, she had 
all 20 years of the magazine bound 
and indexed. She sat the two men 
down in a house that started out as 
one of our Five Stars, in a living 
room whose color scheme had 
come from Christine Holbrook, 
and on a slipcover made from our 
directions.

And that is how it went all the 
rest of the trip. One man asked Joe 
to dinner. One woman, who had 
been a subscriber for only a year, 
showed him a stack of our maga- 
zines dating back six years. Her 
children had collected magazines 
for wartime paper drives, and she 
had salvaged almost a complete 
file. Joe came home starry-eyed. 


Jusr a couple of months ago the 
American Public Relations Asso- 
ciation looked over the public 
services of American newspapers 
and magazines and gave Better 
Homes © Gardens the year’s top 
award. For in the last year, work- 
ing with big department stores, 
we had set up complete home plan- 
ning centers in many cities 
clearinghouses where anyone could 
get plans and ideas and help with 
all the multitude of things that go 
into building, furnishing, and 
planting a home. More than a 
million families have made use of 
the service, just as five to six thou- 
sand each month for years have 
written to our subscribers’ infor- 
mation service for help on any- 
thing from smoky fireplaces to 
keeping frogs thru the winter. 

Of course we’ve matured in our 
25 years. We have less about back- 
yard chicken-raising, more about 
family -living and city planning 
and social problems and building 
legislation. And yet we haven’t 
changed.

it has kept me out of one. .. . How 
can I express it? I can suggest it, 
perhaps, and trust that all people 
who really know life, its bitter and 
its sweet, will grasp what I am 
talking about. Some of us know 
that the material world has its 
share of weariness, worry, heart- 
break, and disaster.

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As THE bell rang, the rush in the halls 
quieted to the few hurried footsteps of late- 
comers hurrying to their classes. Then the 
door to Miss Dorothea Parker’s room 
clicked shut, and there were only the sounds 
of whispering and of rustling papers as 30 
senior girls settled themselves for a question- 
box discussion of family relations. 

Miss Parker, young enough to be. mis- 
taken for one of the girls, smiled and picked 
up one of the slips of paper. “‘Let’s begin by 
settling an old question,” she said. “‘ ‘Should 
classes like this one be taught to boys and 
girls together?’ ” 

In an instant the air was full of waving 
hands. First one girl, and then another, took 
the floor. A few said no. Most of them said 
yes. One clinched the case for the affirma- 
tive by declaring, ““You never can tell what a 
boy is thinking till you talk it out with him.” 


Witn that settled, the class got down to 
more serious business—questions on pre- 
marital sex relations, premarital physical 
examinations, petting, necking (the girls 
call it “‘snuzzing”), how to get the boy 
friend to meet a girl’s parents, the value of a 
kiss, and a few questions about engagement 
behavior from girls who were planning to be 
married when school was out. 

When the final bell rang, a cluster of girls 
gathered around Miss Parker for still more 
questions. 

When I was going to school—and that 
wasn’t too many years ago—any teacher 
who even breathed a word about sex might 
just as well pack up and buy a ticket to 
Tahiti. It simply wasn’t mentioned. 

Nowadays, tho, sex classes are common- 
place in many high schools, and required 
courses in many colleges. So there was 
really nothing unusual about Miss Parker’s 
class of senior girls at Bend, Oregon. 


BEND High School is only one of hundreds 
in Oregon that are teaching a mandatory state- 
wide program of health and physical educa- 
tion from grades 1 thru 12. And the people 
of Oregon have accepted this educational 
program, in which sex and the physical dif- 
ferences between male and female are 
clearly admitted and as clearly pictured, 
with a matter-of-factness that astonishes 
anyone who knows the inhibited public 
mind. 

This is not to be taken as a suggestion that 
Bend—or the rest of Oregon, for that mat- 
ter—is one big colony of free livers or free 
lovers. Self-restraint has its real place there, 
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Nex Goes to School 
In Oregon 


Here’s an on-the-scene report of the nation’s 


first state-wide experiment in family life ed- 


ucation, where the facts of life are taught as 


frankly as the 3 R’s and with no more fanfare

as it should anywhere. But Oregon’s edu- 
cators, doctors, clergymen, and forward- 
looking parents hope that the training their 
boys and girls are getting will make self- 
restraint a thing of reasoning ahd knowl- 
edge, instead of an iron curtain of shadowy 
fears and unexplained “Thou shalt nots.” 

For example, let’s look at a boy we'll 
call Jack Nelson. Jack’s a sophomore and is 
studying the structure and functions of the 
human body. Jack became so engrossed in 
the mechanics of hormone function in the 
menstrual cycle that he prepared a special 
report on it, giving it all the careful analysis 
of a scientist. There was nothing morbid or 
lurid in the subject for him, only the fasci- 
nated passion of discovery that some boys 
will attach to the function of a carburetor or 
the aerodynamics of flight. 


Wuo chose Bend for this experiment in 
sex teaching? No one—and it’s no longer an 
experiment. Bend is only one of Oregon’s 
communities, large and small, where teach- 
ers especially trained by the state university 
are carrying out the wishes expressed by the 
people when they voted the program into 
the laws of the state two years ago. If the 
program functions any better in Bend than 
elsewhere, its success is probably due to the 
cooperation of professional, religious, and 
lay groups in this northwestern city of 
12,000. 


His fellow townsmen give much of the 
credit to Claude T. Cook, supervisor of 
health and physical education for the Bend 
schools. Soon after the law was passed, Cook 
qualified to teach the required courses, and 
set out to win public acceptance for the pro- 
gram. First he interested the churchmen— 
the Baptist, Methodist, Episcopal, and 
Christian ministers, and the Catholic priest. 
Then he formed a panel of Bend doctors, the 
Deschutes County health officer, Henry N. 
Fowler, associate editor of the Bend Bulletin, 
school officials, and mothers active in P.T.A. 
The panel probed deeply into the law and 
course of study it prescribed. 


Wuen sex education finally began, there 
wasn’t much opposition because community 
leaders were thoroly sold on the course in 
advance. Superintendent J. W. Bushong 
confesses, tho, that he was ready to leave 
town for a week after the courses began. But 
not a sign of repercussion came from any- 
where. 

Why not? Perhaps the reason lies in the 
way the community was briefed in advance. 
Or perhaps Miss Wilma Wallace, who teaches 
grades 5, 6, and 7 in Bend’s Kenwood Ele- 
mentary School, has part of the answer. 

“I think,” she said, “that the war camp

QO; COURSE, atmosphere can’t really be frozen into a 
set formula. There isn’t any foolproof recipe for it. These 
pictures of the Ernest Lansings’ Early American home come 
about as close to a definition of atmosphere as it’s possible 
to get. 

What is the Lansings’ secret? Is it the seasoned look of the 
fine old furnishings they’ve collected? Partly, but why then 
are some collectors’ homes so cold and unfriendly?

Some of us feel guilty for not living up to our own 
expectations.

We 
feel guilty for not seeming manly enough or for always 
wanting to chase the girls, for having odd thoughts and 
queer impulses, for wishing trouble on our loved ones, for 
wanting to stay out every night or for staying home too 
much, for not making friends or having the wrong kind, 
for drinking too much, for wanting to knock the little 
woman’s block off and for a hundred other failings, real 
or fancied. 

We all admire conscientious people. We marvel at 
their self-sacrifices. They seem to have achieved human

decency. But a lot of others seem to have high-powered 
consciences, yet never seem to do anything but race their 
motors. They worry constantly about what people will 
think of them. They get no satisfaction or enjoyment out 


of doing the right thing because they are afraid someone 
will disagree and say it’s a mistake. They keep asking 
themselves, “‘What have I done now? Whose fault is it?” 
Probably it is no one’s. Maybe it doesn’t matter, anyway. 
What does matter is that scientists of the mind now recog- 
nize that overconscientiousness can become a disease. 

If this is true, perhaps it would be a good thing for all 
of us to stop and examine our consciences. Maybe the 
clutch is slipping. We might start by asking ourselves 
two questions 

1. Am I doing anything wrong? 

2. Do I deserve to be punished? 

Anyone who, at this point, jumps to the conclusion 


that we have been misguided in letting our consciences 
be our guide is advised to wait and see what the doctors 
are talking about. 

Guilt, of course, may be justified. Anyone who carries 
out an act to hurt a fellow man without just cause

should feel guilty. We have our laws and our morals, and 
we know the reason for most of them. They make it safe 
for us to live with other people and they with us. 

On the other hand, I have seen soldiers returning from 
combat who, altho heroes to the folks back home, did not 
feel proud. They had done their duty, but they were sick 
with guilt. They had the haunting feeling that they had 
failed their buddies who were dead. Some said, “It 
should’ve been me.” You can find case after case in Men 
Under Stress, the book on war neuroses by Drs. Roy 
Grinker and John Spiegel, of Chicago, who were in the 
the Army Air Force. 

Why should any of us feel guilty about events beyond 
our control? Angry, yes; saddened and wiser, maybe; 
but why blame ourselves? 

Dr. Karl Menninger, famed psychiatrist of Topeka, 
cites an equally baffling form of guilt, in Man Against 
Himself. He talks about a depressed feeling that over- 
whelms a few men and women when they achieve success 

and discover that they, of all people, are 
important and respected citizens. They 
feel like fakes. One man, thru good luck 
and good judgment, did well in his busi- 
ness while competitors were failing. He 
ultimately shot himself. 


Ir APPEARS that some can’t stand suc- 
cess, just as others can’t take failure. In 
any event, Menninger and others have 
found guilt to be a big factor in suicides— 
self-destruction being characterized as an 
extreme form of punishment for disap- 
pointment in oneself. If this is true, the 
increase of suicides since the war’ is evi- 
dence of a greater prevalence of self-con- 
demnation. 

The picture may seem overly grim at 
this point for anyone with a guilty con- 
science, but don’t get alarmed. We are not 
being swept by a new kind of neurosis. 
Human nature hasn’t changed recently, for 
better or worse. We have always preferred 
to talk of dew and sunshine, to forget the 
lightning and tornadoes. That is all to the 
good if it makes us happier. Perhaps it would increase 
our peace of mind, however, if we knew more about the 
storms of the human conscience and how to weather 
them. 

The first thing to understand, according to modern 
psychiatrists, is that those who suffer the most from guilt 
are not often conscious of it. Their sick conscience takes 
pleasure in chaining and torturing them, but they may 
spend their whole life seeking ways of paying tribute 
without identifying the tyrant. 

Alcoholism, psychiatrists say, is one such way, and it’s 
a tricky one. At first glance, the alcoholic appears to be 
looking for pleasure, but excessive drinking unquestion- 
ably delivers far less comfort than it does punishment 
and ruin. The guy who picks a fight with the police 
every time he gets drunk obviously is a glutton for 
something besides pleasure. 

Habitual crime is another way, as Dr. Edmund 
Bergler, of New York, points out in his book, Battle of the 
Conscience. He advances the startling theory that habitual 
criminals commit crimes because they unconsciously 
wish to be punished. They are, that’s sure. [ Turn to page 140

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Sound planning makes 
it handsome as well 


as thoroly practical

‘Too many people still think of a home as something 
to show off,’? Charles Ward said. “It’s time we begin re- 
garding it as a place for family living.” 

That thought guided Ward and eight other Indiana 
architects when they designed this home for the 1947 
Indianapolis Home Show. 

Their design is a challenge, for it goes far beyond 
stereotyped thinking of homes in terms of the past. It’s a 
promise, too, of good things to come. 

As you study these pictures, keep these points in mind: 


Window walls. In every room, the outdoors becomes part 
of your day-to-day living. Yet insulating glass makes this 
home practical for northern winters. 


Storage. Almost every partition holds built-in storage 
space, less costly per square foot than the equivalent in 
conventional closets and furniture. 


Climate control. A heat pump, taking heat from the earth 
in winter and putting it back in summer, gives all-year air 
conditioning. Ventilation comes thru louvers below 
windows. Heat from the sun is used to advantage. 


Ease of maintenance. Wallpaper is washable plastic. Walls 


of limestone and plywood need no care. Stone floor in 
entry hall and activities room is easy to clean. There is a 
shower room for use after outdoor work or play. 


Good site use. Big windows make the garden important. 
Terrace is reached from the activities room, the supervised 
play yard and drying yard from utility room. 


Flexible rooms. This home is versatile. As two examples, 
note that utility room holds a workbench, activities room 
can double as a convenient guest room. 


Economy. Regular dimensions (see plan) permit use of 
materials of standard size, which drop into place without 
cutting and fitting at the site. Walls are concrete block 
faced with Indiana limestone. A two-inch air space bars 
heat and moisture, makes it possible to apply plaster di- 
rectly to the concrete block. There is no basement. 

Members of the design committee, in addition to Ward, 
were Edward D. Pierre, chairman, Merritt Harrison, 
Leslie F. Ayres, Charles Brown, Willard Osler, Oscar Pool, 
M. Carlton Smith, and Arthur Wupper. The furnishings 
are by the Rainier Furniture Company, Indianapolis.

Q. Is it necessary to have card tables if trays are furnished? 


A. No, both aren’t necessary. When groups of 25 or more are 
served they often expect to eat from trays. Whenever possible, 
it is better to have card tables or nests of tables where trays can 
be placed. Men especially dislike having to juggle trays of food 
on their laps. 


Q. If guests are to eat from trays, where shall I place napkins, silver, 
water glass, salt and pepper on the buffet table? 


A. All these items are best placed so they can be picked up the 
last thing before the beverage. 


Q. Does buffet service call for a special type of food? 


A. It will be more convenient for your guests if you select food 
that is easily self-served, with minimum liquid content to spill 
or run on the plate. Hot casserole dishes and full-meal salads 
with a thick dressing are recommended. Whenever possible, 
serve buttered rolls or sandwiches, and nonsticky desserts. 
Keep the menu simple. 


Q. How is food on a buffet table kept hot for second helpings? 


A. By placing food on an electric warmer or over a container 
filled with boiling water. Keep casseroles covered. If you 
haven’t a chafing dish, there are inexpensive thermos bowls

Cabbage Salads 


Toss an autumn salad. Make it 
prettier and more fun by using the 
cabbage head as the salad bowl. 
Here’s how: Select a green or red 
head with crisp, curling leaves. 
Loosen the leaves and spread out, 
petal-fashion. With a sharp knife, 
hollow out center to within 1 inch 
of sides and bottom. Chop the 
pieces you remove from the cab- 
bage head. 

To 1 cup shredded cabbage, add 
14 cup chopped parsley and 14 
onion, sliced. Combine 1 to 2 table- 
spoons sugar, /4 teaspoon salt, 1 to 
2 tablespoons vinegar, and 1 table- 
spoon salad oil. Blend thoroly;

Lawns aren’t grown—they’re built. Here’s how 


to build a good one. Lawns started in Septem- 


ber will be thick green carpets next spring

You know what you want—a 
thick turf, no weeds, green all 
summer. You can have all this and 
more if you build right. 

Look first at the soil. Is it a 
muddy patch, strewn with all the 
debris which collects in the build- 
ing of a house? 

Sure, you know a fellow who will 
sell you a load of nice, black dirt 
for a couple of bucks. Everybody 
knows a fellow who will sell him 
some black dirt for a couple of 
bucks. 

You call him. He brings the 
stuff—and dumps it in a pile just 
off your driveway. Some dozen 
blisters and a stiff back later you 
have the black dirt spread around, 
completely hiding the laths, bottles, 


YY 
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peatmoss. A 2-inch application, 
worked into the soil, will provide a 
mass of tiny sponges to soak up and 
hold reserve moisture. 

To save time and energy, you 
can mix the humus and the gritty 
stuff together and apply as one 
treatment. 


Treatment not expensive. Right 
about now, you ought to be con- 
cluding that this is a mighty ex- 
pensive way to go about getting a 
lawn. Actually, it isn’t. For a lawn 
20 feet by 50 feet, which is 1,000 
square feet, a good mixture would 
consist of 5 yards of buckshot 
gravel and 5 yards of peatmoss. 
This should cost, at the most, 
about $35. You will probably pay

bricks, scrap paper, and junk 
wood. You’re going to have a lawn, 
a lovely thing—lush, green, the 
master touch for your new home. 

Name your odds that it won’t go 
pffft! 

You'll have a lawn—but as long 
as you live it'll look ragged and 
tired. It'll sport bald spots, weeds, 
and moss. You'll have a lawn that 
costs more to maintain than you 
thought could be poured into the 
good earth without a single satis- 
factory result. 

“OK, so what do I do?” you 
say. 


No soil hopeless. First, dig out 
the trash. Then, if yours is a heavy, 
sticky clay, loosen it by adding 
sharp sand, buckshot gravel, 
screened cinders, or coal ashes. 
Use at least 4 bushels for each 100 
square feet. For extra-heavy clay, 
double this rate. 

Every soil needs added humus. 
This can be manure, compost, or 


more than this for the same amount 
of “nice, black dirt” scraped off 
the top of some unproductive 
field. 


Don’t hide the plant food. Grass 
plants can’t wander around in 
search of food. It must be on hand 
a few days after the seeds germi- 
nate if you want fast, even growth. 
Apply 4 pounds for each 100 


square feet. 


Get good seed. You must choose 
between a good, permanent lawn 
or a poor one. Good lawn seed 
never comes at bargain prices. 
Poor seed full of chaff and weed 
seeds never makes a good lawn. 
The choice is yours. Read the 
label to see what you are buying. 

My choice is a mixture of 70 
percent Kentucky bluegrass, 10 
percent redtop, and 20 percent red 
fescue. I use a mixture because 
then I get a quick sprouter (red- 
top—8 days) to act as a nurse crop 
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a New Lawn

Feed your lawn generously and you'll not have to doctor it 


to the slow-starting permanent 
grasses (red fescue—2 weeks; 
Kentucky bluegrass—4 weeks). 


Use seed sparingly. A good gen- 
eral rule is to use about one-half 
as much as you think you should. 
Most lawn builders sow far too 
much seed. One pound of seed will 
produce at least 1,000,000 grass 
plants, enough for 500 square feet 
of lawn. Getting the plants thicker 
than this sets up too much com- 
petition for food, water, and sun- 
light. 

Choose a quiet day for the seed- 
ing job. Measure the area and 
weigh the seeds before you start to 
sow. Then sow half the seeds 
while walking north and south, the 
other half while walking east and 
west. This will prevent streaks of 
heavy and light seeding. 


Firm your soil. After the seed is 
distributed, the soil should be 
tamped or rolled to insure close 
contact between the seeds and 
your soil. Your roller should be 
heavy enough to insure this con- 
tact, but it shouldn’t be heavy 
enough to pack the soil—about 125 
pounds is best. Anything heavier 
should be left in the garage until 
you are building a tennis court. 

Unless rains come, soak the soil 
to a depth of 2 inches to help get 
your seeding off to a growing 
Start. 

Before the first mowing, your 
lawn may need to be rolled again 
to press into it any grass roots

heaved out by movement of the 
soil. But skip this rolling unless it’s 
needed. 


Avoid close shaves. When 
your lawn gets 3 inches high— 
which will be in about 3 weeks— 
cut it back to 1% inches. This is 
the closest lawns should ever be 
cut. If your mower cuts shorter 
than this, adjust the roller to give 
the correct height. 

Adhering to this rule about cut- 
ting height will keep out that nasty 
pest, crabgrass, found in nearly 
every lawn that sports a GI hair- 
cut. Crabgrass thrives only when 
your lawn is cut short. 


Now, your dream lawn. Only 
one detail remains for completion 
of your dream lawn—watering. 
This is not a question of when so 
much as a question of how. Don’t 
try to do it by hand with a hose. 
Your intentions will be good, but 
after 5 minutes you'll be cutting 
figure eights, drawing circles, 
dousing a butterfly, and making 
passes at a robin. Then you'll go 
up on the porch, sit down, and 
**finish”’ the job from there. More 
than likely, you’ll spray the side of 
the house, then the garage roof 
and the driveway ‘“‘just to cool 
things off a bit.” Yes, we all do it. 

If you want a good lawn, the 
roots must be watered. They are 
down 6 to 10 inches. A sprinkler, 
left in one spot for 20 minutes with 
the faucet wide open, will do the 
job. But a man with a hose—never!

Refreshment Juggler. My pride 
and joy are the individual trays I 
use for light refreshments for guests 
or for family “parties” in front of 
the fireplace or in the back yard in 
summer. The tray helped to solve 
my children’s finicky eating, too.

STELLA LaMOND likes to create beautiful 
things. As chairman of the art department at 
Southern Methodist University, she has had 
wide experience with the loveliness possible in a 
painting, a chair, or a piece of pottery. 

None of her friends was surprised, then, when 
she began planning the interior decoration, the 
furnishings, and the landscaping of her new 
home in Dallas. 

Several members of her family, including 
ancestors, had a hand in the work. Her father 
carved the walnut and cherry furniture after 
his eightieth birthday. A ladder-back chair in 
the living room was brought across country by 
pack horse in 1778 by Miss LaMond’s great- 
grandmother, a niece of Daniel Boone; a 
similar chair holding an anvil balanced her 
weight on the horse.

All rooms have cross ventilation except the 
kitchen, which has a ventilating fan. Miss 
LaMond’s bedroom opens onto a _ large, 
screened porch which catches the southwest 
breeze. The rented bedroom has its own 
entrance, which doubles as a service entrance 
for the kitchen. 

The pine-paneled living room is simply de- 
tailed, with the light tan paneling creating a 
perfect background for Miss LaMond’s bright 
water colors. In a huge storage closet off the 
living room is a folding bed that takes care of

De ce repair isn’t too tough a job, even tor an amateur. 
Unless your roof is steeply pitched, a dry surface and com- 
position soles on your shoes will give ample traction. 

To repair old leaks or prevent new ones, you’ll probably 
need this equipment: yardstick, hammer, wire-cutting pliers 
or hack saw, nails, a few pieces of scrap lumber, and some 
40- or 50-pound graphite-coated roofing paper. If you can 
improvise a shingle-lifter, so much the better. 

The common causes of leaks are exposed nails that rust 
away or work out, split shingles, unfilled nail holes, and 
improperly installed or punctured gutters. 

A slow seep-creep-drip type of leak indicates a loose nail. 
The leak that begins with a storm but stops before the storm 
is over means a small opening that closes by swelling. Look 
for an exposed nail, a worm hole, or a thin crack. Leaks ap- 
pearing only during windstorms are caused by water being 
driven upward under broken shingles, thru a crack, or 
where not enough shingle overlap was allowed. 


LocaTING a leak is the hardest part. Leaks are subtle 
things. Water seldom emerges near the point of entry. Look 
inside the attic for the highest point at which moisture ap- 
pears. If you can find the hole there, work a thin wire out 
thru it. If not, drive a nail up thru the roof at that point so 
you can find the hole from the outside. 

Tho these photographs show a wood-shingle roof, the 
same repair method will work for any shingled roof. Half a 
day should be enough time to do the repair job, but watch 
your step. If the shingles are oiled (oil or creosote sprayed 
on makes wood shingles last years longer) stay on the safety 
platform or wear cleats. Slivers can be very uncomfortable. 





Hinged at front, this platform is adjustable to the pitch of your roof. The 
long rod holds top at the desired angle. An 18x20 work area is enough. Two 
platforms moved alternately work best. Legs are 26 inches long, studded every

Three shingles cracked in a line are dangerous. Borderline joint (indicated by 
pencil above) will leak in a driving rain. Roofing paper slid under upper and 
center shingles eliminates the trouble. Cover exposed nails with roofing paper 
or tar. For more permanent repair, use sheet aluminum or galvanized tin. 
An inch-wide strip laid on each side of a nail will stop it from pulling thru 





This is the wrong way to repair a roof. The new shingle lifts the old one, but 
it splits it, loosens nails, and is unsightly.

Do you object to never-ending ““don’ts’’?

Se does Junior—here’s how to skip them 


Wuen your one-year-old poises his bowl of cereal 
ready for the throw, do you shout “No! No! Butchie! 
Don’t throw that cereal gn the floor’? And does 
Butchie meditate a moment, surveying you and then 
his breakfast, before proceeding to pitch the cereal on 
the nice, clean linoleum? 

Or when runabout Bobbie approaches a puddle of 
muddy water, and you quickly caution him “Don’t 
walk thru that puddle, Bobbie!”’, does he continue 
unswervingly into the water and slosh? 

Such behavior is hard on mothers, and usually 
hard on Butch and Bobbie, too. For not many mothers 
are so lacking in human nature that they won’t react 
by either snatching the child up ungently, scolding 
thoroly, or spanking. Mother is certain that her off- 
spring not only heard her, but understood her com- 
mand, It seems to her that utter defiance is the only 


explanation for the child’s subsequent disobedience. 

Rebellion may be the reason—a protest against too 
many “‘no, no’s” or “‘don’ts.” But a baby the age of 
young Butch does not understand negative commands 
nearly so well as he would a simple, positive direc- 
tion. ““Mother will take the bowl now, Butch,”’ with 
action to accompany the words, would have removed 
the cereal from Butch’s hand in time. The splattered 
kitchen and upset nerves would have been avoided. 

You may be thinking that this is no way to teach 
discipline. It really is, tho. You are teaching Butch to 
hand you the bow! when he is finished with it, rather 
than follow thru on his impulse to throw it. 

The older child who would not detour around the 
mud puddle probably understood the “No, no, 
don’t!” better than Butch. No doubt he has heard it 
so long and so often that it just [ Turn to page 134

fails to penetrate the child’s mind. 

Then, too, the preschooler is 
going thru the negativistic period. 
He seems to resist any direction 
and to be determined to decide 
matters for himself. His natural 
desire for independence is assert- 
ing itself. Parents do not want to 
destroy this spirit of self-reliance, 
yet he cannot be allowed to do 
everything he wants. What course 
to take? The best method of han- 
dling the balky child is to avoid 
raising issues. Casually lead him 
into what you want him to do, 
without commands or arguments. 

If the mother of our mud-pud- 
dler had nonchalantly taken his 
hand as they approached the pud- 
dle and walked to the side of it, 
talking easily about another sub- 
ject, she would, haye-#ieeded no 
abrupt order which the youngster 





from an undesirable situation and 
distracting his mind to another in- 
terest will work successfully far 
more often than will a blunt order. 
After all, is this attitude in our chil- 
dren so surprising? We grownups 
react in the same manner to a 
shouted command or to “‘bossing.”’ 
A sign “Keep Off the Grass” 
arouses our ire, makes us want to 
defy it. A courteous “Please Use 
the Paths” appeals to our better 
natures, so that protecting the 
grass and flowers seems the polite 
thing to do. 

Young children usually want to 
do the things their parents wish. 
They are anxious for loving ap- 
proval. Frequently, however, they 
are uncertain about just what is 
expected. They are so hedged 
around by “no’s” and “don’ts” 
that correct behavior is a puzzle to 
them. Eliminate this confusion by 
guiding them, without friction, 
into the desired result. 


We PARENTS have another 
wrong approach which seems only 
to invite trouble. That is the habit 
of asking a little child “Do you want 
to go to the toilet?”” (Or eat your 
lunch, or take your nap, as the 
case may be.) The inevitable reply 
to such a query is “No.” 

If it is something he is going to 
have to do, why give him a choice, 
why make an opening for his re- 
fusal? The calm announcement, 
**Now we are going to take a nap,” 
will serve the purpose. You can 
take the toddler’s hand, lead him to 
the bathroom in an unconcerned 
manner. Place him on the toilet 
with the same casualness and you 
leave no question as to whether or 
not he wants to do what he is 
doing. 

If the child must be interrupted 
at play for any of these necessary 
duties, a pleasant remark to a doll 
or toy, “Sally will be back after 
awhile, Fuzzy-Wuzz,” will arouse 
interest in the new activity and at 
the same time reassure the little 
girl that she is coming back to con- 
tinue her game.

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Since the very small child 
learns best by physical demonstra- 
tion, guiding or lifting him away 
from a forbidden situation is the 
most effective way of teaching him 
what is not wanted. After this has 
been done repeatedly, a quiet “No, 
Tommie” may be employed on 
occasion. An older child will ask, 
“Why not?” A reason may be 
given, but this should be done in a 
matter-of-fact way. You are not 
persuading him or arguing with 
him. You are stating why some- 
thing may not be done. Assume 
that he will comply. If he does not, 
lift or lead him away and substi- 
tute another activity to absorb his 
attention.

so-important independence which 
they are developing. 

Many of us parents fall into the 
“no, no, no!’ and “don’t” habit 
without realizing how often we say 
these words. Sometimes there is no 
good reason why the child should 
stop what he is doing. The com- 
mand is made automatically. This 
constant repetition of the irritat- 
ing words angers the little one. 
The result is a battle. of wills as to 
which one shall rule—parent or 
child! 

All tiny tots are still babies to a 
certain extent. They want your 
love and guidance. They rely com- 
pletely on your protection and 
care. But they do not want or ac- 
cept domination. Managing them 
tactfully will eliminate exasperat- 
ing scenes.

Guilt! 


Another guilty party, but a very 
subtle one because she uses the 
common human device of shifting 
the blame, is the long-suffering 
mother who never lets her children 
forget all the sacrifices she has 
made for them. She is fully de- 
scribed by Dr. Edward A. Strecker, 
of Philadelphia, in Ther Mothers’ 
Sons. She will pamper her boy and 
pick at him, run his life and snipe 
at his wife. Bergler calls this type 
an “injustice collector.” Her pun- 
ishment? Her children resent her, 
may turn against her. 


Likewise. the father who vents 
a Jehovah-like wrath on his chil- 
dren may be expressing Ais own 


sense of guilt by accusing them of 


wrongdoing. Whether he beats or 
brow-beats, he is never satisfied 
with the way his kids perform. One 
told his stepdaughter, 16, she was 
becoming an old maid when she 
did her homework; but if she had a 
date, she was becoming a bobby- 
soxer. His guilty conscience drove 
him to a psychiatrist who opened 
the man’s eyes by showing him he 
was acting like a jealous, spiteful 
lover. 

Psychiatrists say that guilt nearly 
always lies at the bottom of such 
neurotic illnesses as anxiety, pho- 
bias, obsessions, depressions, hyster- 
ias, and functional physical com- 
plaints. Sexual frigidity and im- 
potence have an origin, commonly 
enough, in guilt feelings. All mete 
out punishment by preventing the 
person from enjoying a full life 
As a matter of fact, Bergler says the 
old-fashioned inferiority complex 
many of us know very well is actu-

ally an unconscious guilt complex. 

Notice that he says unconscious 
guilt. The guilt we know so well is 
conscious. When we do something, 
or even think something, that we 
have been taught is wrong, we feel 
the need of appeasing our con- 
science. For example, we have all 
seen the person who loses his 
temper at someone who frustrates 
him, then refuses what he desired 
when it is finally offered. 


Tuar's obvious. But it’s a mys- 
tery to most of us when the psy- 
chiatrists talk about unconscious 
guilt. With this kind, it seems, we 
can be mortally ashamed of our- 
selves and totally unaware of the 
fact, or we may have an open sense 
of guilt and be wholly mistaken 
about the cause. This sort of guilt is 
more or less a fugitive from justice, 
appearing in disguise or creating 
disturbances that are blamed on 
something else. 


ALL this seems impossible unless 
we recognize that the unconscious 
mind and its works are scientifi- 
cally established facts. It is an in- 
stinctive, automatic mind whence 
comes our will to survive and our 
sexual and fighting drives. It makes 
us do things without thinking 
jump from the path of an automo- 
bile and shake our fist at the driver 
or jump into the path of a pretty 
girl and wink at her. It can, and 
frequently does, save our life or 
make a fool of us. Our conscious 
mind—rational, dignified, thought- 
ful—tries to ignore it or make ex- 
cuses for it.

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Guilt! 


have traced it, begins its conscious 
and unconscious development 
when Junior is still in his bassinet 
and is treated as a “bad boy” for 
sounding off too much. Later it 
gets more complicated as, for ex- 
ample, when he prances into the 
living room minus clothing before 
a visitor. ““Shame on you,” he is 
told. “‘Nice little boys don’t do 
that.”” Okay, it seems strange 
what adults will think of, but when 
the neighbor’s little girl takes off her 
dress in the wading pool, he pipes, 
“Shame on you. That’s not nice.” 

*‘No child is born moral,’’ writes 
Dr. A. A. Briil, of New York. 
“Morality is acquired later as a re- 
sult of external forces which come 
primarily from the parents. These 
influences are impressed on the 
child thru love or thru its depriva- 
tion. For, being helpless and de- 
pendent, the child dreads nothing 
more than the loss of parental 
love.” 


Many a Junior is constantly 
threatened with this loss just for 
being his innocent self. Being him- 
self, of course, means being de- 
structive, aggressive, and cruel, as 
well as constructive, passive, and 
kind. We all enter this world with 
a heritage of primitive desires, 
fears, and angers. Intelligent con- 
trol over them is the earmark of 
being civilized, but we cannot 
erase them any more than we can 
wipe out love and kindness. Any- 
one who has watched a loving child 
calmly chop up the furniture or 
wham his playmate, Butch, knows 
all this. 

Plainly, the lad has a mind of 
his own. At an early date it begins 
outsmarting his mother and father 
and their restrictions by surround- 
ing them, so to speak, within him- 
self. Unconsciously, as the psy- 
chiatrists say, he identifies with 
them, just as we put ourselves in 
the shoes of a hero in a good book. 


Junior not only admires them, but 


he has no choice—they are bigger 
and stronger than he is. Now, he is 
again in charge. When he feels a 
forbidden impulse, he doesn’t wait 
for the “no, no, papa spank” stuff. 
He hears a stern voice within him. 
It says, “Junior, you are a bad boy. 
You are going to catch it.”’ 


His conscience has spoken and it 
will continue to speak to him the 
rest of his life. Some times he will 
obey it, and other times he will 
obey his instincts. Whether his 
conscience serves as a_ healthy 
guide to socially acceptable be- 
havior or hounds him merely for 
wanting to assert himself depends, 
according to psychiatrists, on what 
his parents or their substitutes 
teach him. 

Where parents go wrong, say the 
experts, is in strictly forbidding 
him to show anger against them or 
to express his sexual curiosity, on 
pain of some kind of punishment 
or, worse yet, the threat they won’t 
love him any more. This leads him 
to condemn his ‘“‘bad’’ thoughts 
and rmpulses and deny that he is 
anything but a “‘good boy.” 

Perhaps it’s uncooperative, but 
Nature does not listen to the over-

zealous parent. It gives us energy 
for fighting against obstacles and 
for seeking sexual expression as a 
sort of racial life insurance. This 
energy, like live steam, must go 
some place. For example, a small 
boy is self-centered and, for the 
time being, can’t help feeling that 
his father is a rival for his mother’s 
love. Pop may become his big 
ideal, and usually does, but his 
first instinct is to say to heck with 
the old man. It doesn’t hurt any- 
thing unless Pop can’t take it. 

If Junior is taught that it’s wrong 
to feel hostile toward his father, 
wrong to valve off a little steam in 
his puny rages and idle chatter, his 
conscience turns his anger against 
himself. If he is not given to under- 
stand that it’s all right to have such 
feelings as long as he doesn’t act 
on them, his anger is buried deep 
in his mind and fills him with fear 
of the consequences when any of it 
tries to leak out. To assure himself 
that his world loves him, he seeks 
to maintain an innocent front—at 
the expense of severe inner pres- 
sure. 


He WILL grow up to be a good 
citizen, too, providing his self-con- 
fidence is not too badly eaten away 
by self-condemnation as he learns 
more and more of the discrepancies 
between real and ideal life. But the 
unconscious mind is the secret 
diary of childhood, and it’s not an 
easy mind to change as we mature. 

Junior has been taught the 
guilt habit, he is in for guilt trouble. 

‘Freudian psychoanalysis,” says 
Bergler, “‘has proved in 50 years of 
clinical experience that certain un- 
conscious behavior patterns ac- 
quired early in childhood become 
petrified and . . . are repeated thru- 
out the remainder of life with 
eternal monotony... .” 


Eacu of us arrives in manhood 
or womanhood with a mental 
image of an ideal self. Every time 
our real self falls short of the ideal 
we are candidates for unconscious 
guilt. The struggle to keep a bal- 
ance often makes us tense and un- 
able to relax. Dr. Norman Q. Brill, 
of Washington, D. C., explains 
how the guilt gets us into trouble: 
‘When we feel that our position 
in everyday life is threatened or 
attacked, we want to fight back. 
But if we grew up with the feeling 
that it is wrong to have aggressive 
feelings or if we were severely 
punished for showing them, then 
there is a good chance we will con- 
tinue to feel guilty and fear pun- 
ishment when we express hostility. 
Where we get into trouble is by 
falsely blaming ourselves, and by 
developing depressed feelings, anx- 
iety, tension, uneasiness, or per- 
haps a phobia symbolizing the 
wish to fight back. This may take 
the form of a childish fantasy of 
destroying our enemy.”

was afraid she would faint when 
she went out on the street, had 
crying spells, and was terrified of 
all sharp instruments. She had a 
panicky feeling she would pick up 
a knife and stab herself or her 
husband. 

To her doctor, Mrs. X first de- 
nied any difficulty with her hus- 
band. Eventually, however, she 
disclosed he had repeatedly criti- 
cized her manners and background 
and had played up to other women 
at parties. She was afraid to leave 
him, feeling she had nowhere to 
turn. Her feelings of inferiority 
traced back to her childhood. Her 
parents were poor and quarreled 
a great deal. Her older sister was 
exacting. They lived in a basement 
apartment, and she tried to con- 
ceal this from her girl friends by 
using the building’s front entrance 
upstairs. 

She felt much better when she 
understood the truth. She found 
courage for the first time to discuss 
her feelings with her husband, and 
was surprised at his consideration 
for her. Her case revealed a basic 
fact: It is possible to hate a loved 
one. Another fact: A wish to hurt 
someone who is “‘part of you”” may 
be turned into a wish to hurt your- 
self! 


Here, then, is the explanation 
of the puzzling problems of the sol- 
diers not only mourning the loss of 
their buddies, a natural outcome 
of loyalty and affection, but blam- 
ing themselves for it. In each case, 
it was revealed, there had been a 
normal amount of rivalry and 


jealously—and an idle wish that 


the buddy would be killed. When 
he was, the conscience, accepting 
the childish fantasy that to wish a 
thing true makes it come true, 
turned prosecuting attorney. The 
man’s self-confidence, worn thin 
by combat strain, was not strong 
enough to defend him against a 
verdict of guilty. 

The conscience can boomerang 
and make us sick, but I have been 
unable to find any psychiatrist who 
believes it would be better to have 
no conscience. They say it should 
be our guide, within reasonable 
limits. What they protest is the 
overdevelopment and warping of 
the conscience, often by mothers 
and fathers themselves guilty of 
continually and needlessly strain- 
ing the child’s confidence in them 
and himself. Too many, it is said, 
seem to think children should be- 
have like adults while behaving 
like children themselves! 


Tue big mistake, as some explain 
it, is to fix Junior’s attention on his 
failings—failings that are actually 
normal, natural manifestations of 
child behavior. The authorities 
agree that the child should be 
taught to control his behavior and 
also the reason for it. But they say 
parents who keep telling the child 
he is “bad,” “wicked,” “filthy,” or 
“no good”* may convince him. 
“The point that parents should 
remember, but often forget, is the 
importance of teaching the child 
forgiveness of himself and others,”

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says Dr. Florence Powdermaker, of 
Washington, D. C., author of 
Children and the Family. “When a 
small boy has been naughty and 
has been corrected in an under- 
standing way, it should be made 
clear to him that it’s forgiven and 
forgotten.” 

This advice, it will be noted, 
squares surprisingly well with the 
teachings of Christ. The logical 
extension of forgiveness is a tender 
feeling described by Bergler as 
“the most powerful antidote against 
inner guilt.” It is the capacity to 
love and feel loved. The con- 
sciences of people who love one 
another feel no pain. Tenderness 
works as a sublimation of the sex 
drive. 

Work, as the Lord prescribed for 
the redemption of Adam and 
Eve, is another good way of easing 
one’s conscience. It can absorb 
any normal need for punishment, 
and is a sublimation of our fight- 
ing instinct. 


Ir IS too late for us adults to find 
fault with the way we were raised, 
but it’s not too late to do some- 
thing about unjustified guilt feel- 
ings. One thing we can do is under- 
stand that it is natural to have 
“bad” as well as “‘good”’ thoughts 
and impulses. They are far easier 
to control out in the open than in 
hiding. Another thing, a wish 
harms no one, and therefore we 
are not guilty of wrong until we do 
wrong. Equally important, it is 
normal to seek pleasure—to play 
as well as work. Therefore, there’s 
no excuse for feeling sinful simply 
for enjoying oneself. 

Above all, we can save ourselves 
from the eternal faultfinding of an 
overgrown conscience if we can 
remember one great truth: “To 
err is human; to forgive, divine.” 
No one is perfect.

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Good eating habits begin with child's earliest food experiences. Mealtimes from infancy on should be kept pleasant

Tue eager little eater who accepts everything placed 
before him at mealtime is a joy to his mother’s heart. 
The best way to achieve this happy attitude toward 
food is to begin building good eating habits while the 
child is still a baby. 

The wise mother will look ahead and anticipate the 
introduction of a new manner of eating such as the 
use of the cup or spoon and familiarize Baby with the 
strange item well in advance of the time it is necessary 
for him to adopt it. 

Here are some methods that have been successful: 

If Baby is nursing, offer an occasional bottle of 
formula early. Then, if bottle feedings suddenly be- 
come necessary, the change-over will not be too abrupt. 


Ar ABOUT 5 months begin offering drinks of 
milk from a cup now and then. At a later age, when 
you wish to wean him from the bottle to a cup, he is 
likely to be set in his habits and suspicious of some- 
thing new. By that time he may object to milk from 
anything but a bottle. 

Doctors are prescribing first baby cereals at quite an 
early age nowadays—sometimes at 6 weeks or 
shortly thereafter. This is a help in introducing the 
new food. Infants take unfamiliar things more readily 
than older babies. 

He may object, however, to the feel of this strange 
food on his tongue. He knows the feeling of a liquid 
in his mouth and is expert at swallowing that. But 


here’s something very different, requiring more of an 
effort to make it go down! Baby’s first impulse is to 
get it out of his mouth—fast. So, to induce him to re- 
tain and swallow it, we place a small dab, from a tiny 
spoon or butter spreader, well back on his tongue. 


For that first taste, choose a time when Baby is well 
and happy. Your manner must be calm and matter 
of fact. If he swallows the first morsel, follow up im- 
mediately with his familiar bottle. If he rejects the 
food, do not press it on him this first time. Just put it 
aside and give the bottle. Perhaps after a sip or two of 
milk, he may be more willing to swallow the solid. If 
not, wait until another feeding to try again. After a 
time or two, the consistency of the cereal will not be 
so strange to his mouth and he will take it easily. 

Follow the same procedure with vegetables, baby 
soups, and baby meats. 

If your usually amiable baby suddenly shows a dis- 
like for any particular food, try substituting some- 
thing else which will provide the same vitamins. If 
orange juice seems to lack appeal for a day or two, 
offer tomato juice for a change (twice as much tomato 
juice as orange juice is required). If that is refused, ask 
your doctor about ascorbic-acid tablets for a few days. 

If you haven’t tried. to force the food which is tem- 
porarily in disfavor, your baby will generally take it 
readily when it’s offered to him again in a short time.

How to Sew Plastics 


asy-to-Clean Headboard 





By Kay Hardy 


Tue headboard of your bed gets 
a lot of wear and tear—especially 
if you like to read in bed. Try pro- 
tecting it with a slipcover of plastic 
film or plastic-coated fabric. This 
material will be always crisp and 
fresh because it sheds grime, may 
be wiped clean in a jiffy. To make 
slipcover fit, cut a paper pattern 
first, or, if you have plenty of con- 
fidence, you can work directly 
with the material. Don’t forget 
that pin marks are permanent on 


plastic, so use paper clips to help © 


you fit. Use cellulose tape to 
hold the material in place on the 
headboard while you work. 

Three pieces of plastic are all 
you'll need: One large piece at the 
front to extend four inches behind 
the mattress to hide the edge; an- 
other piece of the same length at 
the back, and a boxing strip. 


Tue boxing strip may be cut 
along the length of the fabric to 
avoid the necessity of a piecing 
seam. If you must piece it, plan to 
have seams come at the corners of 
the headboard ‘so they will look 
like planned fitting turns. Allow 
one inch for hems along the lower 
edges, and one-half inch for seams 
all around. 

Hold .the sections together with 
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paper clips while you stitch them 
together on your sewing machine. 
See page 108 for instruction on 
“How to Sew Plastics.”” Use the 
firiest needle (No. 11 will do) so 
there will be the smallest possible 
perforations in the material. Set 
the stitch gauge fairly loose, but 
not loose enough so the seam will 


pull open when the cover is on the 


bed. About eight stitches to the 
inch is right. 


lr YOU want a ruffle inset along 
the seam, shir it along one edge, 
then fit it into the seam and hold 
with paper clips while closing the 
seam. Be sure to have all raw 
edges together. 

Hem bottom by hand, sliding 
the needle along under the turn 
and only taking up a tiny bit of the 
material on the right side. Then 
the stitches won’t show. Or if you 
prefer, use the hemmer on your 
machine. 


lr YOUR headboard is padded, 
you can adjust the fullness of the 
slipcover wherever necessary by 
making tiny tucks, or by putting 
in a short gathering thread to hold 
the fullness along the boxing edge. 
Keep the gathering thread inside 
the seam, so it won’t show.

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Q. Do the host and hostess ever serve at a buffet table?

He Wants 
Rhododendrons 


Why don’t you publish an article which 
tells how to grow rhododendrons and 
azaleas? E. M. C., Connecticut. 


Everyone can grow rhododen- 
drons and azaleas. But these plants 
will never be common. The soil 
must be acid and the winter not 
too cold. For those willing to 
supply these needs, the plants will . 
blaze with color, reds and oranges, 
or be sheets of rose or white, each 
spring. 

You'll want to read the new 
book, The Handbook of Rhododen- 
drons, published by the Arboretum 
Foundation, Seattle, Washington. 
Here is an abridgement of two 
chapters. 


Soil Preparation 


These plants are so shallow- 
rooted that cultivation of the soil 
is unwise. Original soil prepara- 
tion should be thoro to give a loose 
texture. To make this looseness 
long-lasting, work into the soil 
large amounts of acid peatmoss or 
compost. 

Regardless of texture, the soil 
must be acid. Such soils are com- 
mon where the water is soft. Else- 
where, apply one pound of sulfur 
or aluminum sulfate to each 100 
square feet of soil three times a 
year until the soil is acid enough. 
Then use only rain water for 
watering your plants. Carl and 
Edith English. 


Avoiding Winter Injury 

Don’t feed your plants after 
August. New shoot growth pro- 
duced in the fall seldom ripens 
enough to weather a frost, even if 
the variety is quite winter hardy. 

You should avoid air pockets 
when choosing a location for your 
plants. When cold air enters a con- 
fined depression, it remains there. 
As additional cold air flows in, the 
warmer air overflows and the 
“pool” becomes colder. Plants in 
an air pocket may be killed while 
those a few yards away are unin- 
jured, 

Exposure also controls severity 
of winter injury. Most severe frost 
damage occurs on plants growing 
on the south side of the house. The 
bright winter sun warms the plant, 
then a sharp drop in temperature 
occurs when the afternoon sun 
drops behind the horizon. 

If you must use a sunny location, 
keep your plants away from walls 
or rocks which would reflect 
winter sunshine onto your plants. 
Plants can be damaged just as 
seriously, tho, by high winds, so 
never choose a breezy spot just to 
escape reflected sunlight. Herbert

lo balance it, the heavy stone 
chimney stands on the outside wall 
where it shows from ground to 
chimney cap.

Making use of the latest ideas in 
home design, Mr. Barrow has used 
large glass areas everywhere. Much 
of it, as in the living room, is fixed. 


In the bedrooms the center panes 
are fixed, while the sash at the 
sides are casements.

tion. Cross-ventilation is prefer- 
able, but on warm days when you 
really need ventilation, even cross- 


ventilation isn’t adequate. It takes 
good insulation plus a mechanical 
ventilating system to keep homes 
comfortable. By giving up cross- 
ventilation, you gain an extra wall 


for closets and built-ins. 

Most of the exterior of the house 
is stucco, but stone has been used 
for accent around the entrance 
and at the end of the living wing.

Narrow siding was replaced by 
wider clapboards, visually reduc- 
ing the height of the eaves. A gar- 
age was added to the back in place 
of the unused side entrance. Here, 
in addition to the car, the Fosters 
store dog crates and screens and 
keep a supply of wood for the fire- 
place which they built (the house 
had none). Balancing the garage 
on the other side of the house is a 
screened porch with a view across 
rolling farm land. 

Inside, changes were not struc- 
tural, but were made to replace the 
planning ideas of 70 years ago with 
a more practical arrangement by 
today’s standards. Two parlors, for 
instance, became one living room. 
With the addition of bookshelves, 


a tiny first-floor bedroom became 
the library. From the obsolete sum- 
mer kitchen a large bedroom was 
made. The porch, garage, coat 
closet under the stairs, and bath- 
room were the only additions to 
first-floor living space. 


Upsrairs, one of the four bed- 
rooms was lengthened 2 feet, and 
another was converted into an 8 by 
10 bathroom and added closet 
space. Drawers and a door were 
cut thru the rear wall, under the 
roof of the shed, to provide storage 
space for linens a bulky items. 
The changes haven’t made the 
Foster place a modern home in all 
respects, but they have made it a 
comfortable one by any standard.

| soon after Victoria ascended the throne of 
England (1837), this lush style harked back a hundred years 
to the French court of Louis XV for its ideas. And a hardy 
style it was. It persisted for generations, growing progressively 
worse until it ended in the eighties in a veritable frenzy of 
bad taste. 

The better pieces had exquisite workmanship and an ele- 
gance which fitted them for important houses only. But Vic- 
toria’s era was one of uncompromising social standards. To 
“belong,” one simply must have a parlor with Victorian settee, 
chairs, fancy tables, and whatnots. So these pieces were manu- 
factured and sold in immense quantities, regardless of their suit- 
ability. 

Bedroom furniture of this era represented a marriage of Vic- 
torian and Empire styles, while the heavier Empire and poorer 
Duncan Phyfe reproductions continued to hold sway in the 
dining room.

Hedrich-Blessing

We WERE tired of living in a dirty city. So tired, 
in fact, that almost anything beyond the city limits 
looked good to us. 

That’s why we bought property in Oaklawn, a 
suburb of Chicago, in 1939. Nothing about it was 
attractive except the price—$800. 

On the 60- by 125-foot lot were two buildings, a 
one-room house 20 by 21, and a combination garage 
and chicken coop. There was no water except what 
a cistern held from rains. The brick walls were 
barren. Windows were tiny. Inside plumbing just 
wasn’t. 

Putting first things first, we installed an inside 
toilet and built a septic tank. In 1940, we drilled a 
93-foot well and added an electric pump; we were 
weary of hauling water from the city. 

By 1942, we had torn down the chicken house and 
built a new garage, with space for storage and fuel 
on one side. Then a concrete floor and brick walls 
turned the drying yard into a kitchen-utility room. 
We extended the old roof to cover the new addition. 

We became ditchdiggers, and scraped out a 
trench 4 feet deep and 100 feet long for the city 
water line. With water, we could outfit the utility 
room with a shower, laundry tubs, and a water 
heater. The bathroom, in what had been storage 
space, was hooked to the new pipe; we added a 
washbowl and a toilet. A linen closet went in one 
corner. 


In 1943, the wood floor of the kitchen was laid and 
covered with linoleum. Cabinets were built in, and 
the sink connected. At last we could expand a bit 
from our cramped living quarters. 
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Temporary shelter (right, top picture) was built as 
a garage. Instead, we incorporated it into our perma- 
nent home, putting both of the buildings under one roof. 
We're proud of our improvements, as far as we've gone 
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It wasn’t until 1944 that we really got down to 
work on the living area. But when the space was 
partitioned off into three rooms, and we watched 
the wallpaper go on, we began to see our hopes ful- 
filled. 

Since then, we have used our time and money to 
beautify our home, inside and out. We built a 
cabinet with bookshelves to hide the ugly radiator 
in our living room. We bought wall-to-wall carpeting 
to hide the common 4-inch floor boards. We sowed 
clover and grass seed, and laid white rock over the 
cinder driveway. A flagstone terrace, trellises, and 
green shutters are other new touches, 

We aren’t thru yet. We hope to build a screened 
porch with a fireplace. Then we can have wiener 
and steak fries outdoors, in insectless peace,

our program of sex education.” 

As you look at it, the Oregon 
program doesn’t strike you as the 
sort of sex education to be afraid 
of. Actually it isn’t straight sex 
education, but a well-rounded in- 
troduction to all the many aspects 
of personal and community health 
and hygiene. Those in charge call 
it an integrated program and be- 
lieve that their main job is to train 
better, healthier, more mentally 
fit men and women for tomorrow’s 
families. Sex is important in the 
program only because it is part of 
the everyday lives of every one of 
us. And as such it is recognized and 
taught—openly and frankly. 

The youngsters in the first three 
grades in  Bend’s’ elementary 
schools get a frank discussion of 
babies and where they ceme from, 
but it is all incidental, along with 
other studies. Fourth, fifth, and 
sixth grades study personal cleanli- 
ness, including that of the sex 
organs. At this level, the teacher 
steers the sex impulses of children 
toward association with high ideals. 


Wa EN they reach seventh grade, 
they’re ready for more advanced 
teaching of the structure and func- 
tion of the human body. At this 
level, the program recognizes the 
stirrings of adulthood and seeks to 
clarify adolescent doubts. Fears 
are allayed by frank and accurate 
explanation of seminal emission, 
menstruation, and the many bodily 


changes each sex is undergoing. 

If that sounds like.a lot of em- 
phasis on sex, remember that it’s 
not offered to young minds, 
straight and undiluted. Instead, 
it’s spread thru a full 12-year pro- 
gram of health and family living 
that also takes in such subjects as 
nutrition, first aid, safety, effects 
of alcohol and narcotics, impor- 
tance of exercise, community health 
problems and services, sanitation, 
and communicable diseases. High- 
school seniors get a special course 
in mental health, a subject to 
which they were introduced in 
grades 1, 4, and 7. 


OreEcon’s sex education pro- 
gram, woven so smoothly into the 
whole list of public-school teach- 
ings that it is an almost invisible 
thread in the fabric, makes quite a 
contrast with the sporadic, unco- 
ordinated, and timid attempts 
being made in other states or com- 
munities. There are other splendid 
programs here and there—in Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Oklahoma, San 
Diego County in California, for 
example—but none so compre- 
hensive as the state-wide one in 
Oregon. Other state school sys- 
tems—Utah and Mississippi, to 
name two—awakening to the need 
to educate the whole child are 
borrowing from Oregon’s experi- 
ence. Last spring an assistant 
superintendent of schools an-

a sex education program would be 
tried soon in two New York City 
high schools. 

No sudden surge of delin- 
quency or sex crimes or divorces 
prompted Oregon’s venture into 
sex education. At least, no more 
than in any other state. Perhaps 


Well, Methodist Minister Clark 
J. Wood told me, “I’m convinced 
that the job has to be done. ’m 
very encouraged. It’s significant 
that there have been no reper- 
cussions from anyone, so far as I 
know.” 


Oregonians were merely prodded bs I ALSO talked to Father Killian, 


by the same progressiveness that 
produced the initiative and refer- 
endum, an outstanding forest con- 
servation setup, and a literacy level 
second highest among all 48 states. 


Tue idea of a state-wide pro- 
gram of sex teaching got started 
back in 1939, when school super- 
intendents complained at their 
conventions about unco-ordinated 
and often duplicated efforts toward 
health education. Acting on their 
recommendation, Oregon’s super- 
intendent of public instruction, 
Rex Putnam, called for a state 
committee made up of members of 
the Department of Education, 
Board of Health, and the System of 
Higher Education. Aided by funds 
from a trust left by Portland’s Dr. 
E. C. Brown, the committee head- 
ed by Dr. Adolph Weinzirl, of the 
University of Oregon medical 
school, aided by Mrs. Jennelle 
Moorhead, associate professor of 
health and education at the Uni- 
versity, established a code of prin- 
ciples. They set definitions, wrote 
a legislative bill, and saw to it 
that legislators and leaders of 
civic groups, labor organizations, 
churches, and medical organiza- 
tions knew what they were trying 
to do. 

The legislature passed the bill 
almost unanimously in July, 1945, 
altering it but slightly. A provision 
was added to exempt pupils from 
examinations or medical treatment 
violating their ethical or religious 
beliefs. 


Tue teaching of birth control, 
venereal disease prophylaxis, or 
sexual techniques are also ruled 
out. The seventh-twelfth grade 
manual prepared by Dr. H. S. 
Hoyman, of the University of 
Oregon, recognizes that these sub- 
jects are either counter to the moral 
beliefs of many people or too in- 
tricate and personal to discuss out- 
side of marriage counseling courses 
or personal talks with physician, 
priest, or minister. 

Other committee members drew 
up a program of instruction for 
elementary grades. Field Super- 
visors Dorotha Moore Massey 
and Harold Bishop worked to- 
gether in training teachers already 
in service, while other training 
courses were set up in the univer- 
sity’s school of health and physical 
education, extension division, and 
adult education department. 

Now, after two years, it is clear 
to an outsider like myself that 
teachers and students are enthu- 
siastic about the whole program. 
But what about the people outside 
the schools—the clergymen, the 
medical men, the parents them- 
selves? How are they taking the 
new teachings? 


of the St. Francis Catholic Church. 
He has no objection to the teach- 
ing of sex knowledge, but insists 
that the moral aspect not be 
ignored or treated lightly. “We 
cannot base our teaching on com- 
parison with the animal,” he says 
seriously. 

And the Rev. Kenneth Tobias, 
of the Baptist Church, said this, 
“ve found that most marital 
troubles arise out of ignorance. If 
you form a sound basis of knowl- 
edge, the ignorance, and thus the 
maladjustments, will disappear.” 

Dr. R. C. Robinson, of the 
Deschutes County Medical So- 
ciety, a leading proponent of the 
program in Bend, added this per- 
tinent observation, ““When a pa- 
tient doesn’t know the right words 
to use in talking about his body, it 
makes my job almost impossible. 
When a patient knows only the 
gutter words, their furtiveness 
and ‘dirty’ connotation raises a 
barrier that is embarrassing and 
often impossible to break down.” 


Bur when the right words are 
familiar, Doctor Robinson points 
out, the effect is magical. Recog- 
nizing this, the teacher-training 
program includes frequent recita- 
tions that maake the teachers able 
to talk freely and without em- 
barrassment. Guided by teachers 
who show no hint of hesitation, 
students learn to use correct names 
for sex organs and processes. Gone 
is red-faced groping and a con- 
fused “I just don’t know how to 
say it.” 

I discovered something strange 
when I talked to parents of some of 
the Bend students. Many of them 
are only vaguely aware of this new 
kind of education their children 
are getting. So matter-of-fact are 
the youngsters about their courses 
that scarcely a ripple is felt at 
home. Yet, aware or not, every 
one of the parents I queried re- 
acted favorably to the program. 
One father, whom I asked, ‘How 
do you feel about having your 
‘sacred educational trust’ supple- 
mented by the schools?’’ answered 
immediately, “I can’t object to 
anything the schools teach, as long 
as it’s the truth.” 


On E mother admitted with a 
smile that she had learned a: lot 
from what her 16-year-old daugh- 
ter had brought home from school. 
**Just because I’m a mother doesn’t 
mean that I’m particularly quali- 
fied to teach about sex.” Then she 
added, “In fumbling around for a 
way to say something they may not 
know too well themselves, parents 
may do more harm than good.” 
And, altho this mother believes 
that sex matters must be treated 
with the utmost respect, she also

believes that the strong personal 
intimacy in the minds of mothers 
and fathers may sometimes stand 
in the way of sex discussions with 
their children. “Group discussion 
is so purely impersonal that it is 
better,”’ she says. 

At Theodore Roosevelt Junior 
High School, in Eugene, where I 


stopped off to check if Bend’s ex-° 


perience was typical of other 
Oregon cities, I sat in on a ninth- 
grade boys’ class studying com- 
municable diseases. Seated with 
me in the rear of the room, was 
another visitor, Miss Rosa Militar, 
supervisor of health education for 
the schools of the Philippine Re- 
public. To us, instructor Bill 
Sutton explained that this session 
was to be on venereal diseases— 
gonorrhea and syphilis. 

“If venereal diseases were men- 
tioned in health classes at all 
before,” he told us, “they were set 
apart and treated as a distinct unit, 
often with heavy emphasis on the 
fear element. Here in Oregon, we 
try to talk about them as just 
another communicable disease. 
We talk about them with the same 
sort of detachment that we would 
scarlet fever or tuberculosis.” 


A TEAM of three boys went to 
the board to give their report. 
Short, towheaded Jerry Hickey 
read aloud from his notebook to 
tall, freckled Rodger Everson, who 
chalked the words on the board. 
Chunky Les White, a doctor’s son, 
stood by and prompted Jerry and 
Rodger as they worked. Sutton 
corrected, invited discussion, and 
enlarged on points of the outline. 
Hands shot up with no more self- 
consciousness than if the subject 
were arithmetic. First one, then 
another, of the 20-some boys com- 
mented on the social and physical 
damage resulting from VD. 

Miss Militar leaned across the 
table with a look of electric inter- 
est in her eyes and whispered, 
“Never before have I seen such 
things. These people of Oregon are 
doing such a magnificent job. And 
the boys—you would think they 
had never been exposed to base- 
ness or depraved ideas of sex. It is 
wonderful!” 

Miss Militar should know. For 
months, ‘before she came to Ore- 
gon, she had traveled the length 
and breadth of the United States, 
studying every outstanding sex 
education program in search of 
new ideas for her own project in 
the Islands. Later, I spoke of her 
enthusiasm to Dr. R. W. Leighton, 
Dean of the University of Oregon 
School of Health and Physical 
Education. 


Dean LEIGHTON leveled a 
pencil at me, leaned ‘back in his 
chair, and said, ‘‘That little lady 
has a better understanding of the 
whole program than most of ws. 
She didn’t need to come to the 
United States to study our methods 
—American educators could learn 
a lot from listening to her. 

“But still,” he added with a 
smile, ‘she is planning to send a 


group of specially picked teachers 
to us for special training.” 

Altho Oregon would appear to 
be a long lap ahead of any other 
state in its sex education methods, 
Dean Leighton and all the rest still 
shake their heads and warn that it 
may be 10 to.12 years before any- 
one can say whether Oregon has 
completely solved the problem. On 
the face of things, Bend is a bril- 
liant example of what can be done. 
Other cities and rural communi- 
ties are doing just as admirable a 
job. 


Bur all of the leaders of the pro- 
gram admit that a full cycle of 
school education must be passed 
thru before the results can even be 
guessed at, let alone measured 
accurately. There are visual teach- 
ing aids to be developed. The E. 
C. Brown Trust has made possible 
a color film, in sound. Lhe film 
explains the reproductive process 
in humans and will soon be avail- 
able to any school in Oregon. 
There is the problem of parent 
education, being tackled at the 
present time by Oregon’s tuber- 
culosis association thru distribu- 
tion of pamphlets and lectures. 
And there are the schools’ own 
problems: in-service teachers to be 
trained, new teachers to be taught, 
schools that lag behind or delay 
the installation of the program, 
personal heel-dragging among offi- 
cials here and there—all of the 
problems a movement of this sort 
shoulders as a heritage of its rela- 
tions with human differences. But 
almost unanimously there is op- 
timism and a conviction that 
“Someday we’ll get there.” 


Docror HOYMAN sums up 
the aims of the course in these 
words: “‘You can’t reduce sex edu- 
cation to mere biology. I believe 
you have to bring in the moral, the 


‘ethical, and the religious. And you 


have to stop short of the subjects 
that are too intimate or involved 
for classroom procedures. Those 
subjects are for the marriage coun- 
selors. 

“We help to form the healthy 
attitudes and to lay the ground 
pattern to ready the students for 
more personal counseling later. 

“We've discovered that the 
young people believe thoroly in 
family life. They want to find 
husbands and wives and establish 
families; they want children. They 
are alarmed at what’s happening 
to marriage now and want to do 
something about it. 

“In this case, the tables are 
turned—the young people are 
censoring their elders. ‘What’s 
wrong with them?’ they want to 
know. ‘Why can’t grownups make 
their marriages work?’ ” 

That’s a question even Doctor 
Hoyman can’t answer. But he and 
all the other leaders behind Ore- 
gon’s Paul Bunyan-size stride in 
sex education can answer enough 
of the coming generation’s ques- 
tions to set them on the right path. 
They hope to show some astound- 
ing results in time to come. 
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Such a good idea!

Ir HOMES could talk, they’d probably be 
making under-the-eaves remarks like that.

specialist, Architect Fenwick Wall. 

The false roof lines and heavy 
porches, like bustles, had gone out 
of style. He removed them. The sun 
porch (they used to be called 
solariums) was ‘never comfortable 
in summer or winter, and it robbed 
the living room of light. He made it 
part of the living room, with an 
entryway and a closet in one 
corner. 


STRUCTURALLY, those were 
the only changes made. Other im- 
provements lightened the house in 
design and in color. A simple rail- 
ing was used to replace the open- 
mouthed, shingled bulwark over 
the old porch. In the large window 
below, square. panes were set in an 
egg-crate frame, thin enough so the 
view of Flushing Meadows is not 
spoiled. Flush siding on the front 
and shingles on the sides give 
pattern interest. White paint 
makes the house look larger, 
brighter, more substantial. 
Alterations inside were minor, 
but the improvement is great. The 
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effect of the old living room was 
smothering. Now it is a two-pur- 
pose room. The window, extend- 
ing from wall to wall and from sill 
to ceiling, dominates one end, used 
constantly for daytime reading or 
relaxing. The other end is used in 
the evening, especially in the 
winter when there’s a fire in the 
fireplace. When the D?’Ardises 
entertain, there’s plenty of space 
for a crowd to assemble without 
making the rooms seem jammed. 

Other changes were made thru 
the rest of the house. A door to the 
garden replaced half of a double 
window in the dining room. A tiny 
dinette was tucked into the kitchen. 
Upstairs, two small bedrooms on 
the front were converted into one 
large bedroom, with added closet 
space. 


Bur the big changes were made 
outside and in the living room. 
The old house, dressed up after 
these many years, is a welcome 
member of the family again, one the 
D’Ardises can be proud of.

Many automatic washer users say yes, they do prefer to 
spread washday over the week instead of concentrating on 
Monday. The day you change the beds, for instance, gather 
up all the sheets and pillowcases, toss in the bathroom 
towels for good measure, and take the whole lot directly to 
the washer. This saves stuffing the soiled linens into the 
already crowded clothes hamper. 

Most automatic washers will take three to four sheets, to- 
gether with a number of assorted towels and pillow slips, 
in one load. It is better to load this way than to put all sheets 
or all smaller items together. 


If you have ironing help one day a week, why not wash 
all the clothes that need to be ironed at one time and save 
the rest for washing on other days? Turkish towels and face 
cloths, knitted underwear, children’s cotton jersey suits and 
pull-overs, seersucker and chenille items, corduroys, bath 
mats, and many other articles don’t require pressing. You 
can run a load of these any time, they’re so easy to do. On 
ironing day, do table linen, aprons, dresses, shirts, linen 
towels—all the things that need careful ironing. 


For white clothes, the water must be hot. A setting of hot 
on the temperature-control switch is no assurance you have 
hot water. The thermostat will deliver water only as hot as 
it comes from the heater. If you have the type of washer 
which permits, stop the washer action and test the hot 
water in the tub with a thermometer or by slipping your 
hand in and out quickly. The water should be at least 130 
degrees—much too hot to keep your hand in. You don’t 
have to do this each week, only a few times, until you are

home. Follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions for special things. For 
woolens, a shorter time is recom- 
mended for washing and some- 
times for rinsing, as well. Excessive 
agitation causes shrinkage and 
felting (hardening) of woolens, 
but with shorter washing time they 
will come out fluffy and unshrunk- 
en. Use lukewarm temperature to 
protect colors and to keep white 
woolens from becoming yellow. 


What about rayons, silks, other 
fine fabrics? When designed to be 
washable as are many garments 
and household articles made of 
these fibers, they can be washed 
with perfect success in your auto- 
matic washer. They are not as 
rugged as sturdy cottons and lin- 
ens, but neither are they likely to 
be so badly soiled. Therefore they 
clean satisfactorily in a shorter 
time and with lukewarm water 
instead of hot. Whenever possible, 
it is best to wash such things to- 
gether in the same load, but when 
you don’t have a full load you can

Even the Morris Chair Was Radical Onee 


One of the first great eliminators of dust catchers in home 
furnishing was William Morris, the nineteenth century Eng- 
lishman who designed the Morris chair. He violently rebelled 
against the cluttered Victorian parlor. In 1859 for his own new 
home he designed furniture, fabrics, wallpaper, picture frames, 
table mats, and every household item to simplify housekeep- 














ing. The furnishings of his “Red House,” nicknamed from the 
plain brick exterior, were as startling in 1859 as ultramodern 
is today. At first, Morris was considered radical, but his deco- 
rating ideas brought recognition and spread to Europe and the 
United States. He became the head of a large, home-furnish- 
ings manufacturing business and the leader of the nineteenth 
century “Arts and Crafts” movement. Considered an extrem- 
ist in the 1860’s and °70’s, he now is placed among the first 
modern designers.

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How's Your 
Plumbing? 


By Nerman J. Radder 


Wauen you plan your postwar 
kitchen and bathroom, consider the 
piping that serves them. Then you 
won’t have the experience I had 
while visiting friends recently. 

I was in the bathroom, shaving. 
Suddenly the water stopped run- 
ning. I waited awhile, then tried 
again. Still no water. Calling to my 
host, who was sprinkling the lawn, 
I told him I was left high and par- 
ticularly dry. 

“Oh, I’m sorry,” he replied. “I 
didn’t know you were shaving. We 
never get water in the bathroom 
when the hose is on.’’ Later, I found 
that no water reached the second 
floor when laundry or kitchen faucets 
were in use. 


To MY host, who blamed lack of 
pressure at the waterworks, this 
seemed a natural occurrence. Nine 
times out of ten, tho, the service pipe 
from the street main to the house, 
or the piping within the house, is at 
fault. Yet it costs so little more to 
install pipe large enough to handle 
any normal demands! In the aver- 
age small home,. the difference be- 
tween 44-inch and 1-inch pipe and 
fittings is under $20. 

The inconvenience of poor piping 
is bad enough, but the hazards are 
even more serious. A warm shower 
suddenly scalding hot is one com- 
mon result. Back-siphonage—a drop 
in pressure which reverses flow— 
causes unhealthy pollution. Then 
there is umnecessary noise—the 
hammering due to rapid closing of 
faucets and valves, and the whistling 
of water passing at high speed thru 
small openings at bends and tees. 

First of all, piping must be of good 
quality. Second, it must be ade- 
quate. And third, it must be de- 
signed to operate quietly. 


Tasies showing the proper rate 
of flow to various fixtures are avail- 
able. Tell an experienced plumbing 
contractor how many bathrooms 
and lavatories you intend to have, 
and what fixtures you want in all 
rooms, not forgetting garage, utility 
room, and outside hydrants. When 
the rate of flow has been tabulated, 
he can quickly determine the flow 
in every stretch of pipe. 

Flow isn’t all that matters. Poor 
accessories are a menace, too, be- 
cause greater water pressure is re- 
quired to force water thru cheap 
valves, faucets, and other fixtures. 
To carry that extra pressure, pipes 
must be larger, offsetting any saving 
on the cost of fixtures. 

It’s difficult to generalize on pipe 
sizing, but as a rule the service line 
from the street to house should be a 
full inch in inside diameter, de- 
pending on pressure, flow require- 
ments, and length of pipe. Be sure 
you have a meter as large as the 
pipe, or a bottleneck will occur 
there.

transportation or only a spot on 
the map.

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Handy Paraffin 


By John B. Tuttle 


Pararrin is one of the most 
widely used products of our modern 
petroleum industry. Yet we seldom 
think of it as companion to fuel oil, 
gasoline and such. To so many it is 
only ‘the stuff on jelly glasses.” 

Unlike many other petroleum 
products, paraffin is readily avail- 
able in convenient-sized cakes at 
grocery and hardware stores. It does 
not spoil, it keeps indefinitely and is 
thus always ready for use. Here are 
only a few of the household jobs 
which can be made easier with par- 
affin. A cake should be kept in every 
household cabinet of tools or fix-it 
kit for just such uses. 


Snow Shovels 

Nothing is more aggravating than 
shoveling snow when half the snow 
sticks to the shovel. Paraffin pre- 
vents this annoyance, and a single 
application is usually good for a 
season. 

If the shovel blade is metal, heat 
it over a stove or in the furnace until 





it is hot enough to melt the paraffin. 
Rub both sides of it carefully, cover- 
ing the entire surface. When the 
blade has cooled, you will have a 
shovel to which even the most stub- 
born, wet snow will not adhere. 

Wooden shovels must be treated 
by pouring or brushing melted par- 
affin over the blade surface. The 
treatment is likewise effective but 
must be done only when the wood is 
thoroly dry. 


Window Boxes 


Wooden porch and window boxes 
decay rapidly from within unless 
they are of cypress or have been 
lead lined. The life of a less expen- 
sive box may be prolonged many 
times if the box is treated with par- 
affin when it is new. 





Paraffin should be melted in a 
convenient pan or can and brushed 
over the dry inner surfaces of the 
boxes before they are used. Or, it 
can be poured directly into the box 
which should be tilted one way and 
another to insure complete cover- 
age.

will promptly harden and the boxes 
are ready for filling with earth and 
planting. 


Garden Markers 


Garden markers of the flat, white 
wooden-stick variety have a way of 
becoming embarrassingly illegible. 
A dip in a pan of hot paraffin after 
they have been printed on with pen 
or pencil will preserve their mes- 
sages for even more than a season, 
if you wish, 


Drawers 


Few household annoyances are 
more trying than a sticking drawer. 
We all complain about them but 
seldom do much to correct their 
fundamental fault—lack of lubrica- 
tion. Paraffin will fill pores of wood 
surfaces, makes sliding much easier. 

If you finally get the sticking 
drawer, don’t put it back without 
letting paraffin help you avoid 
trouble next time. Remove the con- 
tents of the drawer, turn it over and 
rub a cake of paraffin up and down 
the edges, applying enough pressure 
to rub on a thin film. It should also 
be applied to the sides of the drawer, 
especially to those spots that appear 
rough from rubbing against the 
drawer frame. 

Restored to its place and pushed 
in and out several times, it will move 
easily unless the sticking is the result 
of faulty design, which only cabinet- 
making can correct. 


Drapery Reds 
Curtain rings and drapery hooks 
occasionally refuse to slide on metal 
rods or poles. Take down the rod 
and rub the inner and, top surfaces 
with a cake of paraffin until a film 
is evident. Place the hooks back on 
the rod and restore it to service. | 
Colorless and solid, paraffin lu- 
bricates the rod surface permitting 
smooth movement back and forth 
with no tendency to drip on or stain 
your cherished hangings. 


Serews and Nails 


Many amateur carpenters rub 
nails and screws on a bar of soap to 
avoid splitting wood and to enter 
them easier. Paraffin does it better— 
if there is a chance you will want to 
remove them Jater. Paraffin is free 
of both alkali and water which are 
present in all soap. Soap tends to 
rust the nail or screw in place mak- 
ing removal almost impossible. 





Just rub the screw or nail over the 
flat surface of the paraffin cake a 
few times, or thrust into paraffin 
which has been poured into a hole 
in the hammer handle. You'll be 
surprised how much easier it will 
work in the hardest woods and how 
much easier it may be removed later.

Home Laundry 


Hand ironing can be aided in sev- 
eral ways with paraffin. Time honored 
is the muslin pad, impregnated with 
paraffin from a glass of preserves. 
Passed swiftly over its surface at reg- 
ular intervals, the hot iron moves 
more easily over highly starched col- 
lars and cuffs, giving them a highly 
professional look. 

Not so well known is the use of 
paraffin in starch to gain a similar 
effect. Melt the paraffin and stir a 
small quantity into the starch after 
it has been prepared. Thoro stirring 
is a necessity to secure mixing. The 
treatment is most effective on col- 
lars, cuffs, and stand-up pieces. 


Fruit Jars 


Increased garden harvests during 
the war period and the scarcity of 
good quality jar rings made many 
people doubt that canned goods 
would keep until used. As a pre- 
caution, dip the whole top of the 
doubtful cans in melted paraffin. It 
usually provides all the added seal 
that is required, and it does not 
make opening more difficult. 


Camp Matches 


For that week-end camp or fish- 
ing trip, ordinary kitchen or strike- 
anywhere matches may be water- 
proofed with paraffig. Melt it in a 
small pan and allow it'to cool until 
a scum begins to form on its surface. 
Dip the matches in, head down, 
about one-fourth of the length, and 
draw out quickly. 

The paraffin coating protects the 
head against all moisture. To use 
the match, rub the head gently to 
remove the paraffin film, then 
strike as usual. 


Fire Starters 


Balls of excelsior or short lengths 
of kindling dipped in molten paraf- 
fin and allowed to cool-are excellent 
camp fire starters, if the male mem- 
ber of the family isn’t the Boy Scout 
he used to be. Many commercial fire- 
place kindlers owe much to a coating 
of paraffin for this same purpose. 

The paraffin coating burns easily 
as the flame starts, much as it does 
on paper and wood-stick matches. 


And no matter how well inten- 
tioned—all such experimenting al- 
most always means paraffin will be 
spilled somewhere, and you will 
want to remove it. First allow the 
spot to harden and remove as much 
of it as possible by scraping. This 
will usually suffice for a hard surface 
such as a table top or other non- 
absorbent surface. 

With cloth and fabrics, scraping 
will take off only that on the surface. 
But it is always best to do that before 
trying complete removal. It makes 
the final step just that much easier. 

After the scraping, place a clean 
blotter on a firm surface such as the 
ironing board, place the fabric face 
down upon it and iron the reverse 
side with a moderately hot iron. The 
paraffin will be melted and absorbed 
by the blotter. If it does not appear 
to have gone with the first ironing, 
change to a fresh place on the blot- 
ter and repeat. If this still leaves a 
darker spot on a pastel shaded 
fabric, final removal may be effected 
by gentle rubbing with a solvent 
cleaner of the noninflammable type.

ilnsiiies. is a grand planting month. W. Elbridge Free- 
born says, “I’ve always thought of September as the first garden- 
ing month of the year. Spend a day in your garden with notebook 
and pencil. Don’t remember your successes, but recall instead the 
failures and the reasons for them. Write each one down. Then set 
up your program for the new year.” 

Your evergreens can be moved easily now. Trees and shrubs can 
be transplanted as soon as the first sharp frost causes the leaves 
to fall. But don’t delay once the leaves fall. Early planting pro- 
vides a chance to get new roots produced before the ground 
freezes. 

Perennials and bulbs will root well if planted now. Narcissus 
and Madonna lilies should be planted just as soon as you can get 
the bulbs. Set your narcissi so the tops of the bulbs are covered 
by five inches of soil. Madonna lilies shouldbe planted so that 
the top of the fleshy part of the bulb is four inches below the 
surface.

Summer annuals. that look ragged and leggy need pruning, 
feeding, and watering. Many seemingly worn-out plants then will 
bloom again. 
Hardy annual flowers should be started now—directly in your 
garden in the Lower South, in coldframes elsewhere. 
Perennial and biennial seedlings should be moved to their perma- 
nent home in your garden. 
Chrysanthemums and dahlias must be mulched and fed now— 
sprayed and watered if necessary. Remove all except a few buds if 
you want the biggest, best blooms in October and November. 
Bulbs and peonies should be planted as soon as possible. Keep 
your peonies close to the surface—never more than an inch deep. 
Lawns seeded now will be a joy to behold, whether permanent 
(Kentucky bluegrass) or a “‘winter’”’ lawn (ryegrass). 
Roses should be pruned lightly and fed if you didn’t get this done 
in August. 
Clean up the garden weekly as your plants finish their usefulness. 
Don’t leave old dead plants to harbor insects and diseases.

Shasta daisies, daylilies, and similar perennials can be divided 
in late September after they finish blooming. 

Biennials can be started from seed after the late summer rains. 
Seeds will germinate faster if you soak them before planting. 
Supports for your tall-growing flowers should be checked now to 
be sure they are strong enough. 

Cape jasmine, azaleas, and camellias need to be watered well 
because they are forming the blossom buds for next year. 
Iris—both the common bearded and the bulbous kinds—can be 
planted in late September. 

Winter lawns must be started now. Sow Italian ryegrass—one 
pound for each 100 square feet of lawn—after the grass is cut 
closely.

Pacific Northwest 


It’s not too late to divide your primroses. If grubs of the straw- 
berry weevils are eating the roots, apply DDT dust liberally to the 
base of your plants. 

Fuchsias and geraniums must not be watered heavily after 
September 1 if you want firm, quick-to-root cuttings. 

Now is the time to dig and replant peonies that must be moved. 
Be sure that your peonies are planted not more than an inch deep. 
Rhododendrons will need extra water if the weather is dry. Other- 
wise, the blossom buds may shrivel and drop off. 

Wallflowers, sweetwilliams, and Iceland poppies can be planted. 
Parsley can be sown or planted in your coldframe for winter use. 
Beans may need spraying—nicotine dust for aphids, Bordeaux mix- 
ture for rust. Copper sprays will control leaf blight on your tomatoes. 
House plants should be brought indoors at least two weeks before 
it’s time to start the furnace. —Ada V.Turner 


Central—East 


Bleedingheart can be divided and reset. Each clump of roots must 
have at least one bud (“eye’”’). The roots and buds are unusually 
brittle: Handle them carefully. 
Newly planted trees, also tall shrubs with bushy tops, need help 
to resist winter winds. Use guy wires to brace them. Plants left to 
whip in the wind can’t produce a good root system. 
Crabgrass should be raked out of the lawn. Use your dandelion 
rake for this job. Reseed the bare spots immediately, and blanket 
the soil with moist peat after seeding. When seeding hillsides, use an 
inch-thick blanket of straw to keep the seeds from washing away. 
Lawns need another application of plant food now. Apply it when 
the grass is dry and the temperature is below 75 degrees. Follow up 
immediately with the hose to wash the leaves to prevent burning. 
Evergreens and shrubs may need watering: Check now. Winter 
“wind burning” will be less severe if your plants start the winter 
with ample moisture in them. 
Roses must be sprayed or dusted regularly to avoid severe injury 
from black spot during warm, rainy nights. Mildew also can be 
serious in September. You’ll have better roses next year if you can 
keep the leaves healthy until frost kills them. 
Weeds have no place in the garden: Keep them out or they’ll pro- 
duce seeds before you realize it. Where the land is idle, sow rye. 
—Harvey Bicknell 


Ee oes Calivornia 


Root crops should alternate with leaf crops to protect your soil. In 
southern California there’s still time to plant vegetables. 

Bulbs can be planted any time now. Set them in clumps rather than 
like buttons on a policeman’s coat. The tuberous roots of anemones 
and ranunculus should be soaked in water for several hours, then 
started in flats of sandy peat. 

Cuttings may be made of favorite shrubs, also prize petunias, 
geraniums, marguerites, pelargoniums, and other bedding plants. 
Tuberous begonias are ready for resting as soon as they start to 
look shabby. Reduce the amount of water gradually, then turn the 
pot on its side for several months. 

Pelargoniums should never be cut back drastically. Prune lightly 
now to keep your plants from becoming straggly. 

Bare spots in the lawn can be reseeded, but it’s foolish to reseed 
until you know why the grass died. Most lawns need plant food 
more than they do seed. —Alfred C. Hottes

How to Marvest and 


Prepare Gourds 


What can I do to keep my gourds 
from spoiling? They look all right when 
I pick them.—J. R. R., Pennsylvania. 


Gourds are easy to harvest and 
cure if you treat them like ripe 
fruit. Don’t pinch, squeeze, or treat 
them roughly. Cut them off the 
vine instead of yanking them off. 
I find it best to leave about three 
inches of stem attached to each 
fruit. 


Pick before frost. The thin-shell 
types are green all summer, then 
ripen a golden brown. When ripe, 
the skin is tough. The pulp and 
seeds inside should rattle when the 
gourd is shaken. The tendrils near- 
est the fruit will be shriveled, mak- 
ing the vines look dead. 

If picked before frost, your thin- 
shell kinds will retain their natural 
golden color. If left on the vines un- 
til freezing weather, the outer skin 
will peel off, leaving a smooth sur- 
face that is easy to paint and deco- 
rate. 

The thick-shell kinds are often 
called the ornamental gourds. 
They are tender plants, easily 
damaged by any frost. You should 
pick the fruit when the skin gets 
tough and the stems start to shrivel. 


Disinfect fruits. As soon as your 
gourds are harvested, wash them 
in a mild disinfectant to prevent 
the growth of a skin fungus. Dry 
well. Unless killed, the fungus will 
cause a mottled design on the skin. 


Cure by drying. Each variety of 
gourd needs a different length of 
curing time. A cool, clammy sur- 
face indicates that further drying 
is needed. You can hasten curing 
by drilling a small hole in each end 
of your gourd. 

The thin-shell types will cure 
fastest if hung from the basement 
ceiling. The  thick-shell kinds 
should be placed loosely in open- 
mesh bags hung in a dry, well-ven- 
tilated room. 

After the gourds are dry, you 
can apply a coat of ordinary floor 
wax to keep their colors bright. 


Scrub clean. Thin-shell types 
can be scrubbed after they are 
thoroly cured. Scrubbing will re- 
move the thin outer skin, leaving a 
surface which will take a beautiful 
polish. Rough spots can be 
smoothed with pumice or steel 
wool—but not sandpaper. 


Waterproof. Gourds are easy to 
waterproof. Wait until they are 
thoroly cured, then dip them into 
melted paraffin for five minutes.— 
Thomas Powell.

THE DIARY OF A 





Plain Dirt 





Gardener 


By Marry R. O’Brien 





There sat family and guests, waiting for me to carve and 


serve .. 


Sept. 2 Labor day and knowing 
that some of my brother dirt gar- 
deners would be at home and at 
work, I dedicated the forepart of it 
to visiting. First, over to see how 
the glads were doing at garden of 
the Plummers. 

Their success in growing prize- 
winning gladioli is based first on 
good use of plant food. They 
apply some in the soil before plant- 
ing. Then the plants get a side 
dressing when they show three to 
four leaves. The plants are kept 
well cultivated and sprayed. Then 
the ground is rotated. 

Next, over to howdy with Al 
Eggert, our veteran dahlia grower, 
and found him exactly where I 
knew he would be: out amid the 
rows of his dahlias with a hoe. He 
told me that he has been quite 
successful in controlling insects, 
notably leaf hoppers, with DDT. 

Back home and to work on the 
big maintenance job of getting the 
lawn, adjacent shrubbery, hedges, 
and trees in somewhat better 
shape. This has been neglected all 
summer, as I’ve been nursemaid 
to the posies, cabbages, and to- 
matoes. 

Guests for supper and I was still 
out in overalls. When I finally 
dashed in, after Maggie had rung 
the bell several times, there sat 
family and guests at the table, 
waiting for me to carve and serve. 
Supper getting cold as Maggie 
fumed and fretted. I sat right 
down in overalls and went to work. 


Sept. 3 Garden work was more 
maintenance and cleaning up the 
pruning mess from yesterday. I 
managed to get David to cut up 
the larger pieces for the fireplace. 
I broke up the smaller dead pieces 
into kindling and lugged to base- 
ment in a box. Nothing goes to 
waste around here. 

Noticed the new magnolia set 
out last spring.

I had planted it under a maple 
tree. It never did anything worth a 
hoot. Been growing smaller in- 
stead of bigger. It looked so 
scrawny and unhappy, competing 
with the roots of that maple, I just 
up and ended its misery by lopping 
off the limbs and grubbing out the 


roots.

Sept. 16 Out earlier today in my 
garden regalia, I began to go all 
over the rose beds again. Hoe out 
weeds. Down on knees with trowel 
to get out every smidgeon of that 
quackgrass. Trim edges of all the 
paths in the garden. 
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Sept. 17 Labored long and fur- 
ther at roses and path edging. 
David lent a hand. 


Sept. 18 Today the long awaited 
meeting of the American Rose 
Society is here. Since our men’s 
rose club is host, I took the day 
off, put on my Sunday duds and 
went down to the hotel. Maggie 
went along, too. 

Doctor Semans, chairman of the 
reception committee, had put me 
on the committee to help greet the 
arriving visitors. It was an exciting 
time, as the rose folks kept showing 
up—coming in from all over the 
United States. 


Sept. 19 All day and evening, 
too, Maggie and I were at the 


A.R.S. meeting downtown. I have 
room here to record just one in- 
cident.

a clinic of questions and answers, 
with Dr. L. H. Massey, plant 
pathologist and authority on 
rose diseases from Cornell Uni- 
versity, as chairman.

“If you just wait until the tour 
tomorrow,” said he, ““when we get 
out to the Plain Dirt Gardener’s 
place, ’ll show you some black 
spot. That will be a lot easier than 
describing it.”” Now how in thun- 
der did Massey know that there is 
black spot on my roses? I wonder. 


Sept. 2@ After a morning meet- 
ing, the rose folks set out in busses 
on a tour of gardens. First stop was 
at the garden of Ohio State Uni- 
versity.

There was a picnic lunch, with 
a long table in the greenhouse 
serving as buffet.

They are about to cele- 
brate their thirty-fourth wedding 
anniversary and the mister is 
giving his wife a new rose bush for 
every year they have been married. 
I commend the idea to other hus- 


bands. 


Sept. 23 Rain—refreshing, re- 
viving rain—after many days of 
drouth. There was a full inch of 
water in the feed pan of Alexander. 
This is my official rain gauge. Also 
the drainpipe from the kitchen 
sink stopped up last night. Mag- 
gie all in a dither. Can’t wash 
dishes. Fred Ball, the plumber, 
busy and can’t come. 

So at noon I went in and bor- 
rowed Fred’s long cable. With 
Donald as assistant and rest of 
family standing by, I went to work. 
In no time at all I had that pipe 


cleaned out. Everybody happy 
now. 
Sept. 24 Now it befell that this 


was the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the wedding day of Mrs. Maggie 
and your garden reporter. Silver 
is called for by tradition. So Mag- 
gie and I hurried downtown to 
Harrington’s jewelry store. 


Sept. 28 While thousands cheered 
at football games, I made the 
world a bit more beautiful this sun- 
ny summery afternoon as I worked 
about our lawn in solitude.

colorful carpet before the summer 
foliage develops. Very little atten- 
tion to all this is required if the lot 
is fenced as indicated and waste 
paper cannot blow in to spoil the 
natural woodland effect. 

In the angle between living room 
and hobby room, tulips and daffo- 
dils in May can be followed in July 
and August by the big yellow stars 
of a daylily like Hyperion and the 
tall wands of Liatris White Spire. 

If you need a dog run more than 
you do a strawberry bed, set out 
three plum trees along the rear 
line for shade. Three will insure 
adequate cross-pollination and big 
juicy plums in September. 


Choice tree for terrace 

If you’re in an area threatened 
by the Dutch elm disease, a honey 
locust with its lacy shade and 
sweet load of flowers each spring 
is recommended for cutting the 
afternoon sun from the terrace. If 
the paving below it is of unmor- 
tared brick, or wooden blocks, 
rain water will penetrate easily to 
the tree roots. 

Outside the vegetable and cut- 
flower beds can run a wood sap- 
ling fence. To the inner face of this, 
fasten large square-meshed wire. 
For a special color effect, cover 
this with vines set four feet apart 
on the garden or inner side— 
Jackman clematis—deep blue-pur- 
ple, Ramona clematis—light lav- 
ender-blue, and Chinese _bitter- 
sweet, Celastrus loesenert, loaded in 
fall with yellow-orange fruit.

I have been told that little roots can 
twist themselves around tie main root 
and choke my trees. What can I do to 
save my trees? O. W. K., Nebraska. 


Trees are the usual victims of 
self-strangulation, but your shrubs 
can be crippled in the same way. 
You'll avoid these troubles if you 
plant correctly. Use holes big 
enough so that all the roots can be 
spread out flat. Twisting the roots 
around in the hole leads to root 
girdling later. If you think an old 
tree is choking itself, you can lift 
the soil carefully to a depth of a 
foot near the trunk. If a small root 
circles the main root tightly, cut 
away the offender.

Root rot has killed most of my shrubs. 
Do you know what I can grow in my 
sick soil? C. H. S., Texas. 


Marian Price Scruggs, who

Braid a 
Bath Mat 


Ry Jeanne Tellier Leeson 


\ HEN you find yourself looking 
longingly at your friends’ towels 
and thinking “‘that one looks nearly 
worn out... I'll bet she'll give it 
to me,”’ then you’re a convert to 
the school of braiding bath mats. 

Braided bath mats lend a gay 
touch of originality and color to 
your bathroom. And _ Turkish 
towels make such nice ones, soft 
and cozy to bare feet. 

Just keep your eye out for old 

wels (there are plenty around 

st homes right now). If you find 
a sweat shirt or old terry-cloth 
bathrobe, so much the better. And 
ill means save your worn wash- 
cloths. Nothing is too small or too 
e for a braided rug. 

When you have a supply and 
assortment of colors, you can plan 
your rug. Work out your design on 
paper with a crayon. To get the 
color blend you desire, you may 
have to dye some of the fabric. 
With new dyes and tints on the 
market, this is easy. Remember, as 
you sort materials, that fabrics of 
similar weight produce the most 
uniform, flat-lying rug. 

Now for cutting the strips. For 
toweling of medium weight, the 
most satisfactory width is 2 to 3 
inches. Wider widths (34% to 4 
inches) may be used for light- 
weight material. The easiest length 
to work with is 24 to 30 inches. 
Strips longer than 48 inches are 
apt to tangle in the braiding. When 
you have braided one length, it is 





easy to sew additional strips onto 
the ends of the strands. 

Fold raw edges of strips in % 
inch; then fold strips again, thru 
the center this time. Steam-press. 
If finished strips are over 4% inch 
in width, fold again as you braid. 
(After you’ve become proficient in 
braiding, you may wish to do all 
your folding as you braid—elimi- 
nating the initial turning and 
pressing step.) Wind prepared 
strips in balls, one color and one 
fabric thickness for each ball. Or 
strips can be grouped and fastened 
onto wire hangers with clothespins.

ends of three or more strips to a 
solid object which will hold the 
strands firm during braiding. Bar 
of chair back is a good anchor; see 
sketch. (A straight pin speared thru 
braid and moved forward as work 


progresses, helps keep the braid 
firm and tight.) 

Braids may be made from 3 to 
8 strips. These strips may be all one 
color, or variegated. For instance, 
you may have 1 strand of rose, 1 
strand ivory, 1 strand black. Put 
extreme right strand over its 
neighbor strand and under next 
strand. Continue over and under 
for as many strands as you have. 


Cireular Rugs 


For a large, oval-shaped mat, 
measure off 20 inches of braid. Fold 
in half; sew ends together neatly, 
folding raw edges to inside. This 
forms the center of your rug. Wrap 
the rest of your braid around this 
center in circular rows. As you 
work, sew the braids firmly to- 
gether. Use heavy, waxed, button 
and carpet thread and a wide-eyed 
sturdy needle. Weave the needle 
back and forth between the two 
braids, keeping the stitches at the 
middle of the edge. Work on a flat 
surface—the table or floor, to be 
sure the rug will lie flat. 

For a round mat, make a circle 





center. Wrap the remaining braid 
around it in circular fashion, sew- 
ing the rows together. 

The technique in making either 
an oval or round rug varies with 
the number of new braids and 
colors used. When each row of the 
rug is a new color, there are two 
loose ends of braid to fasten each 
time around. If the rug is to be re- 
versible, it is important that all 
braid ends be finished neatly. Sew 
two strands from one end of the 
braid to the corresponding strands 
in the other end. On one end, 
weave 5 to 6 inches of the third 
strand over and under to braid all 
the strands smoothly together. 
Now sew this long strand to its 
corresponding strand on the other 
end of the braid, and your circle is

finished. Repeat this procedure on 
each braid row. 

For a solid-color rug, or one 
with wide bands of color, your 
braids will go around the rug 
several times. When you come to 
the end of a braid length, ravel it 
back 6 to 8 inches. Cut each strand 
in the braid to a point. Whip edges 
in by hand, and braid the ends to- 
gether. This is a neat way to begin 
and end a circular braid.

From Strained to Chopped 
Foods 


Many doctors feel that it is wise 
to begin introducing a_ small 
amount of chopped food in the 
semisolids at about 10 months of 
age. The few lumps of an unfamil- 
iar substance will probably not be 
noticed then. As the baby nears a 
year old or later, however, he 
becomes more conscious of lumps 
and is likely to object to the inno- 
vation. 

Start with just a few pieces of 
the chopped food mixed with the 
strained vegetable or cereal. Grad- 
ually, from day to day, increase 
the chopped and decrease the 
strained food until Baby’s entire 
portion is chopped. But be patient. 
If he resists the new form, keep the 
amount of chopped at a minimum 
until he accepts it. Then begin 
increasing. 


Learning to Feed Himself 


This lesson should wait until 
Baby exhibits an interest in the 
spoon in your hand. Then you may 
provide him with a spoon and 
allow him to try to lift the food 
to his mouth. 

You will want big aprons on 
both of you, and papers on the 
floor to catch the dropped food. 


Don’t worry about proper man- 
ners now. Baby is learning a new 
skill, and one thing at'a time is 
enough. 

If he tires after a few tries, fin- 
ish the feeding with your own 
spoon. In order to be sure he is 


getting some food inside him, you 
may spoon up a mouthful and 
offer it to him in-between his own 
efforts. 


Finger Feeding 
This is a necessary experience 
for Baby and when he tries to 
pick up a morsel between his fin- 
gers and put it in his mouth, do 
not stop him. You might provide 
some pieces of cracker on his tray 
so that he can indulge this desire. 
Learning to pick up with his fin- 
gers is an important phase in his 
development. It may not look 
nice, but there is plenty of time to 

teach him to eat daintily.

Skipping a Meal Won’t Hurt 


If your baby displays an utter 
lack of interest in food, it is best 
to remove the plate and end the 
meal after a reasonable time. Ap- 
petites vary from day to day, and 
he may really not be hungry. If 
he protests and wants his meal 
back, try him once again; but if he 
still does not eat, do not urge him 
any further this time. 

An occasional missed meal won’t 
do any harm—and coaxing or 
scolding may do a great deal. The 
youngster’s determination not to 
eat may persist, and he may be- 
come aware that he can command 
attention by refusing meals.

1. Stop. You’re coming upon a 
stop street, a trunk line junction, 
or something else that demands a 
full stop, now. 

2. Railroad Crossing. One hori- 
zontal bar on the round sign means 
one track, two bars a double track, 
etc. 
3. Slow Down—there’s some- 
thing dangerous ahead, a curve, 
a turn, a hill, narrow bridge, end of 
pavement, bad road, etc. The sign 
itself will be marked ‘‘Curve,”’ 
“Turn,” etc., but the shape of the 
sign invariably is a warning to 
slow down, something is coming up. 

4. School Zone. This square sign 
is used to convey important infor- 
mation, such as Hospital Zone, 
Men Working, No Passing 700 
Feet, Stop 600 Feet—a warning of 
what is coming up ahead, so you 
can be ready for it. 

5. Special Traffic Directions. A 
rectangular sign, horizontal or 
vertical, is usually used for giving 
special traffic directions—Parking 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m., No Left Turn, 
Sound Horn, Turn Right on 
Green Arrow, Speed Limit 30 
mph, etc. 


Answers: (Part 2) 

1. OK, it’s clear ahead. Most 
cross-country truckers are glad to 
help you, if you’ll cooperate. You 
can thank them by giving them a 
couple of short recognition toots as 
you go by. 

2. Come on, road clear. This is 
the same as the blinking outline 
lights. You can use it to help other 
motorists pass you, too. 

3. Can’t see a clear road ahead 
—wait. You may be tempted to 
think there’s another reason; but 
try it out; see if by being patient 
you don’t presently get an “all 
clear”’ signal. 

4. Drop behind; danger ahead. 
Remember, he’s sitting higher and 
can see farther than you can. Stay 
behind until you know what is 
ahead. He’s not waving to cool his 
arm. 

5. He’s trying to tell you some- 
thing, probably about the highway 
he has just been over: Somebody 
has hit a cow in the road, the road 
is under repair and you’re going 
too fast to take it, there’s ice ahead, 
something. Or maybe you’re losing 
the canoe off the top of your car, 
or your radiator is steaming out the 
bottom, or something.

Are you planning te enter your child 


im mursery school or kindergarten? 


Your help is needed for adjustment 


Bossier and Bill are both going 
to school for the first time! Bobbie is 
3 and will attend nuisery school. 
Bill is 5 and making his bow in 
kindergarten. Tho Bill at 5 is much 
more self-reliant than 3-year-old 
Bobbie, both need help and 
thoughtful introduction to this new 
life they are entering. 

Preparing a child for the exciting 
experience of starting school, 
whether it be “‘real’’ school or a 
nursery group, is an important task 
which must be commenced in ad- 
vance of the adventuresome first 
day itself. 

Three-year-old Andy’s first days 
at nursery school increased his en- 
thusiasm for the great adventure of 
living. His proud mother boasted 
to Dad, and to any patient listener, 
of how quickly he had adjusted. A 
week later came a new reaction. 
Andy begged to be let off from 
nursery school. When his mother, 
incredulous, declined to take him 
seriously, he balked and had to be 
led to the nursery door. 


Patricia was a fastidious 2- 
and-a-half—a ‘“‘good little girl” 
whose dresses kept their starched 
look thruout the day. When she 
was 2, her mother announced 
with great satisfaction that she was 
toilet-trained. But on the first day 
of nursery school Patricia was a 
sorry thing. For several weeks 
thereafter the report from home 
to the teacher was that the child 
seemed wet more often than she 
was dry. 

Helen’s mother sent her Little 
Angel to school in an adorable 
angora sweater with six tiny pearl 
buttons on each shoulder. To her 
kindergarten teacher, with 30 chil- 
dren to supervise, buttons are a 
nightmare. Little Angel was no 
teacher’s pet that first day. Nor did 
she act like one, when she tore en- 
viously at the sloppy old comfort- 
able sweater of a classmate. 

Perhaps it would have helped 
these mothers to know that dis- 
turbing behavior is quite normal 
among children who have just start- 
ed school. Andy’s was a delayed 
reaction, whereas Patricia and 
Helen evidenced their uneasiness 
at once and got it over with sooner. 
Going to school calls for a big ad- 
justment on the part of a child. 
Entering a room where there is a 
swarm of strange children and a 
strange adult is frightening, even 
while it is absorbing. It may be 
days, it may be even weeks before 
they will no longer flinch at Moth- 
er’s farewell. 
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Being exposed to such changes 


helps a child to grow up. Most chil- y: 
dren benefit from school attend- d 
ance. The group activities aid in " 
their development and adapta- 8 
bility.

SoMETIMES the first sign that 
a child is under some sort of strain 
is the onset of a cold. This happens 
more often with the youngest chil- 
dren. Tired, excited, or somewhat 
apprehensive children will develop 
a cold easily when subjected to 
group living. But many doctors are 
of the opinion that a child’s enjoy- 


ment of group life at school will 
eventually so increase his sense of 
well-Leing as to offset the disadvan- 
tage of added chances of infection. 
Parents must not feel discouraged 
if the early days of adjustment do 
not yet indicate that school is 
making him happy. 

Prior to the commencement of 
either nursery school or kinder- 
garten, your child should be given 
a thoro examination by his doctor.

Bridging the Gap From Home to School

checked. Follow the recommenda- 
tions of the physician as to any 
treatment needed to prepare your 
girl or boy for school. This pre- 
caution on your part and by the 
other parents will avoid much risk 
of infection. 


Oppty enough, Mother is some- 
times the one who has to be ap- 
peased at the parting. Her own 
anxiety willbe reflected inherchild’s 
tenacious clinging. Such a parent 
must get herself ready for the 
separation first. Does it hurt? 
Sure, but remember a few hurts 
may be good for both of you. 

If you are a full-time home- 
maker, do not plan at this time to 
embark on new outside labors. 
Your child may think he has been 
rejected as he goes off to school. 
The threat is the same if a new 
baby is on the way. If possible, start 
the child in school two or three 
months before arrival of the baby. 

There are many things parents 
can do to help children make the 
transition from home to school. 
Most important is for the mother 
herself to establish a good relation- 
ship with the teacher. She leaves 
her child for the first time and 
passes him along to another adult. 
She does this best by inviting the 
teacher to her home before her 
child’s first day, for a general get- 
together of teacher and child with 
Mother, and if possible, Dad. 
Where this meeting is not possible, 
visit the teacher at the school. The 
close relationship should continue 
after enrollment. 

The adjustment of the younger 
children to nursery school involves 
a set of techniques somewhat dif- 
ferent from those used for the 
kindergarten-age child. A mother 
must get right down to funda- 
mentals and tell the teacher ap- 
proximately her child’s rhythm in 
toilet procedure, and the word he 
uses when he is asked to go. If she 
is in the midst of training him, she 
should wait a few weeks before 
sending him to school, because it is 
best to have only one person in- 
volved in toilet-training, and be- 
cause this is a sufficient adjustment 
to ask of a child at one time. The 
teacher must be told about food 
allergies, food likes and dislikes. 


PareENTSshouldreportatschool 
any unusual reactions a child has 
had at home, and ask for help. For 
example, if he seems tired or irri- 
table, the teacher may see that he 
gets more rest in school. 

Eating, which seems to worry 
mothers a great deal, is the thing 
that nursery-school teachers seem 
very little concerned about. Sooner 
or later—it may be days, or it may 
be a month or two—children do 
learn to feed themselves, to look 
forward to meals, to taste new or 
previously rejected foods. 

Parents feel the same apprehen- 
sion about the child’s ability to nap 
at school. Rarely does a child who 
is used to resting at home fail to 
learn to lie down and nap, or rest, 
amidst a roomful of other tired 
children after his lunch. As with 


eating, the adjustment may take 
longer with some than with others, 
but when it is accomplished your 
child has taken a big step in his 
development toward becoming a 
relaxed, adaptable human being. 
If he is used to a special toy, a 
blanket, or has one of those queer 
attachments children often form at 
nap time, let him bring it along. 
This will help him feel at home in 
the new environment. He will 
grow less dependent on such an 
object if he is allowed to have it 
whenever he asks for it. 


Dow tell your child you are 
going to take him to “school” too 
long before the event. A week or so 
before, Mother and Dad will be 
discussing it. Then you can include 
him in the conversation, by ex- 
plaining that school is a place 
where children get together to play 
with new toys, and that some day 
you will take him there. 

A nursery-school teacher will 
always advise mothers on the tech- 
niques of saying good-bye during 
the early days. The first day 
Mother may stay right by the child 
for the hour or so that he is in 
school. She is wise to bring along 
some sewing or knitting to do as 
she sits in the room. If she keeps 
herself busy, the child will be less 
likely to keep running back to her. 
On the following days she may 
take her cue from the teacher as to 
when to leave. She may wait in the 
hall, ready to return when the 
teacher feels she should. Later she 
may leave some of her belongings 
—gloves, a scarf—for reassurance. 
As she says good-bye she may tell 
the child she is going out on some 
errand (be specific!) and that she 
will soon be back. Sometimes an 
absent mother can reassure her 
child by talking to him on the 
telephone from the outside. 


Wu EN you come to call for your 
child, don’t ask him, ‘Did you 
eat? Did you sleep?” Discuss this 
with the teacher when he is out of 
earshot. Otherwise he will become 
overconscious of the significance of 
his performance in these routines. 
A good school is prepared to 
handle all these problems for the 
young recruit. Some teachers may 
meet each problem a bit different- 
ly, but you can trust their experi-

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ence. And when Dad comes home 
on the evening of that memorable 
first day, let your child be the first 
to tell him all about it. 

The emotional adjustment to 
school of ‘4- and 5-year-olds is a 
less delicate matter than that of 
the children of nursery age. If he 
raises his voice at all in protest the 
first day, as you leave him, it may 
be largely an expression of alarm 
over the size of the building which 
he has just entered, or the similar- 
ity of rooms. To help him you can 
be playing a game of discovery as 
you lead him thru these strange 
labyrinths to his kindergarten 
room. Show your own surprise, 
curosity, and amusement at the 
sizes and shapes and similarity of 
the things you pass. He will copy 
your reactions and be too inter- 
ested to become-worried. 

A child usually enters kinder- 
garten between 4 and 5. He can 
feed himself, toilet himself, talk 
well enough to make himself un- 
derstood, manipulate objects and 
obstacles in his environment. His 
adjustment to school is there- 
fore easier, and there lies the rub. 
Mothers are prone to expect too 
much. How much to expect de- 
pends upon the richness of a child’s 
training and experience during the 
earlier years. 


For instance, it is wise to train 
him to accept some play periods 
alone when still very young. Many 
mothers with plenty of time on 
their hands amuse themselves by 
playing so much with the baby 
that he soon learns to expect it all 
the time. If you are now faced with 
a demanding 2- or 3-year-old, 
start gradually to accustom him 
to being by himself. Invest in the 
kind of toys that will keep him 
busy doing things. Large wooden 
blocks, large wooden beads of 
various shapes, sizes, and colors 
are engrossing. Show him how he 
can use these and then find some- 
thing else to do in another part of 
the same room. After a few days, 
walk out of the room occasionally. 
After a few weeks you may be able 
to stay in an adjoining room, where 
he can hear and see you as he plays. 

A child is more ready for school 
if he has learned to play with other 
children his own age. Invite 
youngsters into the house on rainy 
days. Make a practice of visiting in 
other homes where there are young 
children, and when you get there, 
don’t hover over your baby but

pany of the adults while he frolics 
with the other small fry. 

Take trips with your child, to 
accustom him to changes of en- 
vironment. Try to arrange for him 
to sleep in some other home, to lie 
down to rest on the lawn, or on the 
rug in Grandma’s house. (In 
kindergarten there usually is a rest 
period.) 

Give him some musical experi- 
ence. Singing together is most valu- 
able. You can also encourage him 
to dance around a room in rhythm 
to a phonograph record, express- 
ing the moods that the music gen- 
erates. This will make him welcome 
the music period at school with 
friendly recognition. 


THERE are several cautions that 
kindergarten teachers advise. These 
are addressed to all parents, 
whether or not there has been a 
previous nursery-school period: 

Teach the child how to help 
himself at toilet-time. 

Let him help you lay out his 
clothes the evening before his 
first day (and thereafter) so there 
will be no last-minute rush on this 
exciting day. 

Dress your child so that he will 
need only a minimum of help from 
the teacher. Use large buttons and 
buttonholes. Galoshes and rubbers 
should be large enough to go on 
with a minimum of grunting and 
perspiring. Hats with bows that 
children cannot tie, and belts with 
buckles they cannot close are a 
nuisance. A stocking cap is a 
teacher’s boon. Panties with loose, 
soft elastic around the waist save 
time and tempers. Put name tapes 
on coats, hats, and rubbers. 

Offer a substantial breakfast, to 
offset the late-morning energy lag. 
See that there is plenty of time to 
eat it. But don’t force him to eat it. 

Teach him to use a handker- 
chief, and to cover up his coughs 
and sneezes. If there is no pocket 
for the handkerchief, make a re- 
movable pocket and pin it on his 
clothing. 

Teach him to use both feet in 
going up and down stairs. This 
is important during fire drills, 
when progress with 5-year-olds is 
like pulling molasses taffy. 

Teach him that there is a place 
for his toys, and that they are to

be put there when he is thru using 
them. 

Report to the teacher if he is a 
child who stutters under strain. 
She will not ask him to speak out 
before the whole group during the 
early weeks, or at any time when 
he is not thoroly relaxed. 


Some children are so attracted 
by the new play objects at school 
that they may be tempted to take 
something home. If your child has 
done this, suggest that it can be re- 
turned the next day. Assume that 
it was taken home as a mistake, be- 
cause he did not realize it was 
school property. As you explain, 
don’t make him feel any shame. 

Many children tell elaborate 
stories at this age, of what goes on 
during their absence from home. 
If your child does this, don’t react 
as tho he were lying. Show him 
that you know this is just a “pre- 
tend” story and that you are en- 
joying it with him. 

In trying to establish themselves 
in a world away from home, chil- 
dren react in ways that needlessly 
alarm parents. They have tan- 
trums or behave stubbornly from 
fear, they try baby talk, destruc- 
tiveness, laziness, or refuse to 
learn new skills. Don’t push, if 
these things happen. Give your 
child extra attention at home and 
refrain from punishing. Recognize 
that he is trying to resolve his con- 
flict in wanting to grow up and yet 
not wanting to leave his babyhood 
State. 


Mosr teachers find the time to 
make home visits, or at least to 
talk to a mother who visits the 
school. Find out about visiting 
days, or ask in advance whether 
the teacher prefers a certain day 
and hour. 

Don’t force academic learning 
at home, because you want your 
child to appear “‘smart” in school. 
The kindergarten program is not 
concerned with the three R’s, but 
with providing opportunity for 
children to get along with a group, 
to develop big muscle co-ordina- 
tion, to stimulate imagination, and 
develop appreciation of music and 
dancing. 

Now your child is ready for that 
first day at school. This may be 
Dad’s big moment, too, as he takes 
his youngster’s hand and Mother 
waves good-bye at the door. Plan 
ahead for the event, and you will 
all three cherish the memory of 
this great day.
